Facing a shortage of repre.sen- 
talives is precinct two, where 14 in¬ 
cumbents and three non-incumbents 
are seeking seals. In precinct five, 14 
incumbents and only two non¬ 
incumbents are running for election. 
Precinct eight has only 14 incumbenLs 
seeking reelection but seven non¬ 
incumbents seeking seats. 

Precincts with more election ac¬ 
tivity include precinct seven with 24 
incumbents seeking reelect ion and 
five non-incumbents seeking town 
meeting seals. Precinct three has 2,') 
incumlients and one non-incumbent 
running. Precinct four has 20 in¬ 
cumbents and four non-incumbents 
seeking election Precinct one has 19 
incumbents and two non-incumbents 
pursuing seats. Precinct six has IH in¬ 
cumbents and three non-incumbents 
seeking election 

The final week before the filing 
deadline is traditionally active with 
residents filing for seats, town 
mamager Carolyn Ward says. 

There are some incumbents who 
have not let us know yet, also,” Ward

State local aid shift brings 
Winchester $315,000 extra

Although preliminary ligures 
show Winehesler gelling an addi 
tional $319,000 instate local aid in the 
coming year, town and state officials 
are very cautious. 

"'I'here is no way of heing alile to 
tell from the numbers how much aid 
the town is going to gel." town 
manager W, Chadwick Mam er said 
of the increase 

"Often lliey will give you more 
money, then they'll take it aw.iy wlu'ii 
they assess you," Maurer said. 
Assessments for stale services and 
direct reinibur.sements for money the 
town spent during the year are not 
listed yet, and these figures w'ill alter 
the amount ol aid the town actually 
receives, he said. 

.State .Sen. Richard A. Krause (D- 
Arlington), is senate co-chairman ol 
the special commission on local aid. 


Proposed local aid lo Winchester and 
oilier commnnilies will not be cnougb 
lo allow tlie level of services to be 
maintained, be said recently. 

"We find it lacking, especially for 
Winchester, " Kraus said. 

The Si«'cial commission has deter¬ 
mined that Winchester would not be 
al)le lo add any programs or services, 
and would not be able lo maintain its 
current level of services without ad¬ 
ditional aid, Kraus said. 

"Winchester ought to be getting 
more tban double that number if it is 
going to meet its ongoing obliga¬ 
tions," Kraus said. He said tbe figure 
would have to be tripled if, "in fact, 
tbe coninionwealtb were to be al)le to 
reduce tbe local tax burden.” 

Winchester and other com¬ 
munities are due some relief as “Pro¬ 
position 2'a did not offer very much 
relief for the taxpayer in Win- 


chesler,” Kraus said 

.Stale Rep .Shi'rnian W. .Saltmarsh 
( R-Wincheslei'i said !»'also li.is mix¬ 
ed feelings about the pi oposed aid to 
the town. 

"I ajTi plea.siHl wo .ire gc'lling more 
than we got last year. Iml it is not 
enough," Saltmarsh said. 

Saltmarsh also said the new 
distribution formula, used for (he first 
lime this yi'ar, hurl Winchcsli'r 
"Most times when they change tlie 
formula, we usually get the short end 
of it. 1 don’t think it is fair,” he said. 

Kraus agreed, saying this was the 
first year the governor made his rec- 
comendations without checking with 
the legislature. This could effect the 
way the legislature votes on the 
package, he said.

Fleming was stationed witb a 
group ol Iriends outside the Hamilton 
Farm on Ridge Street, the scene ol a 
"Spenser" film shoot 'I’hursday. 

F’leming and her friends had been 
waiting off and on for about five 
hours, hoping lo catch Ih'ich as he 
came on the set. 

Because the shooting tixik place on 
private properly, the public was 
prevented from observing the actors 
in action. 

"In a situation like this, with a 
private home, it’s just impossible” to 
allow the public on the set, said loca¬ 


tion manager Alex Decker. 

Three Winchester policemen, who 
took up their posts at 5 a.m. Thursday 
at the intersection of Ridge and High 
streets at the base of the farmhouse, 
directed traffic and kept the public 
from wandering onto tbe set.

I Jecker said the Winchester selling 
was chosen for its bt'auty. In addition, 
she said the site’s proximity lo Boston 
was a plus for the show, which is shot 
in and around the city. 

"It’s one of the most magnificent 
places around,” she said, gesturing at 
the pristine white farmhouse and its 
backdrop of rolling hills. "It’s very, 
very unique and close to the city." 

The episode filmed in Winchester 
will comprise part of the episode titl 
ed "One for my Daughter,” based on 
a Robert Parker script. The story 


centers around a young family and in¬ 
volves Hawke, the character played 
by Avery Brooks.

Also 
in compan i ■ !’.I-,.A1.TC)1< 
who has haiuiied the negotiations 
up to this point Both the seller and 
buyer will have I heir representing 
attorneys il they have retained 
them for this purpo.se.

The bank taking the 
mortgage may want both husband 
and wile to sign the deed and the 
mortgage note even though the 
buyer may be putting it through in 
his name only.

He may sign his deed 
in advance and arrange to be 
represented. 

It should be noted here that the 
buyer is expected to pav the dif¬ 
ference between the selling price 
and the mortgage down payment 
with a bank check, certified check 
or cash.

Willows, 
board near 
agreement

The planning board niet with 
developers of the Willows housing 
project Monday and moved closer to 
an agreement on how many units 
may be built. 

The stumbling block to date has 
been the issue of density. Originally 
the developers, represented by at¬ 
torneys Victor Garo and Paul Amico, 
proposed 92 units. The planning 
board, however, would only agree to 
45 units within the 7.5 acre spread, 
which is what the “Village” complex 
on Swanton Street has for a density. 

Last week, Garo told the board he 
wanted to cooperate but he and other 
developers did not find it economical¬ 
ly feasible to build less than 70 units. 
“All 1 ask is that you let us know one 
way or the other where we stand with 
you, so we can decide whether to go 
ahead or move on to other plans,” 
Garro said. 

Before the developers arrived 
Monday, board members discussed 
their views. Board member Marion 
Crandall spoke against the 70 unit 
plan. 

“1 still see problems with the den¬ 
sity, and 1 can’t see building more 
than 57 units,” Crandall said. 

Board member Daniel Chane III 
discussed problems with the sewer 
system. 

“With the layout as it is now, I 
can’t see how the system would be 
able to handle it,” he said. 

The board did agree that residents 
in the Cross Street area where the site 
is located would prefer residential to 
commercial development with densi¬ 
ty being less of an issue. 

With this in mind, the board ask¬ 
ed Garo and Amico to return with new 
layout plans for 68 and 62 units. 

“If they can come up with a layout 
that flows better, I would be willing 
to go along with it,” Chane said. 

The planning board will meet with 
the developers again Monday.

The commission is considering a(> 
proving a drainage system leading to 
the Aberjona River if the system will 
not increase erosion and pollution.

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Task force wants feedback, 
help from school committee 


Town gets $315,000 
in new state local aid

In response lo public criticism 
regarding the task force set up to see 
how Winchester schools promote 
cultural equality, some task force 
members are asking the school com¬ 
mittee for supiwrl, 

Members of the school climate 
subcommittee of the Task F'orce on 
Cultural, Racial and Ethnic 
Awareness will ask the school com¬ 
mittee to attend the next meeting, 
scheduled for F’eb. 9. 

“1 think it’s about lime for the 
school committee to come forth and 
say ‘We supjwrl this group,' or ‘We 
don't support il.‘ " subcommittee 
member Roseanne Gallery said at 
last week’s meeting. “I need to hear 
from the school committee that ap¬ 
pointed this group." 

The volunteer task force was ap¬ 
pointed last spring. The task force, 
with a charge to present a formal 
report lo committee members in 
May, consists of four investigative 
subcommittees: religion, school 
climate, Winchester curriculum and 
curriculum of other communities. 

Task force members chose com¬ 
mittees to ser\’e on, according to Bon¬ 
nie Holmes, school climate subcom¬ 
mittee member. 

The religion subcommittee drew 
criticism during its review of the 
music department’s guidelines for 
holiday programs and development of 
guidelines for holiday-related ac¬ 
tivities in the classroom.

Its Nov. 17 progress report 
specified classroom assignments 
should not be based exclusively on one 
religious tradition and the music 
department holiday programs policy, 
established in 1985, remain in place. 

But the task force has been 
criticized for both discouraging 
religious diversity and for trying to 
sweep the schools clear of religion. 

“There is nothing coming out of 
the task force that says we arc even 
considering recommending taking 
Christmas out of the schools,” 
Holmes said. “I'm guessing this ques¬ 
tion has been very threatening 
because tbe community culturally 
has been very Christian over the 
years, and only recently has become 
diverse.” 

Holmes, an English teacher at 
Lynch Junior High School, says the 


controversy has stemmed from lack 
of communication and fear. “Anyone 
willing to change the status quo is 
vulnerable. That’s the irony - we’ve 
made no changes,” she .said. 

Subcommittees will recommend 
changes to the School Committee bas¬ 
ed on research of existing conditions 
in the schools. The school climate sub¬ 
committee is recommending a profes¬ 
sionally conducted survey to deter¬ 
mine what attitudes Winchester 
students and staff have toward 
cultural diversity. 

The survey would most likely sam¬ 
ple the attitudes of students from 
kindergarten through high school, 
and would include teachers, ad¬ 
ministrators and support staff. 
Holmes said. 

Bill Jervey, a school committee 


member serving on the school 
climate subcommittee, estimates the 
professional survey would cost about 
$5,000. 

In addition, subcommittee 
members are considering condueting 
an informal survey to add to wbat 
they call the “anecdotal” information 
about the school climate they already 
have collected. 

Such a survey would be based on 
Winchester’s school multi-cultural 
philosophy adopted in 1979, which 
begins “We recognize ethnic and 
racial diversity as a source of 
strength and pride.” 

Pending approval by school ad¬ 
ministrators, subcommittee 
members plan to ask a set of ques¬ 
tions regarding junior and senior high 
students' actual attitudes toward the 
philosophy.

legislative process,” Kraus said. 

Maurer said the exact figures, in¬ 
cluding assessment charges, should 
be released some time next month. 
Until that time, the town budget will 
be planned based on available infor¬ 
mation. He has an anticipated 
revenue figure, and if the actual 
figure is higher or lower, the budget 
will have to be adjusted accordingly, 
he said. 

Maurer admitted he is cynical 
about the formula the state uses to 
allocate aid and gave an explanation 
of the “regresive analysis” process. 

“The Commonwealth decides 
which communities they want to gel 
the major portion of the aid, then they 
devise a formula that fits what they 
want to do,” Maurer said. 

Maurer emphasised that the town 
would not count on an increase in 
state aid until the final figures are 
released next month. 


A special commission has deter¬ 
mined that Winchester would not 
be able to add any programs or 
services, and would not be able to 
maintain its current level of ser¬ 
vices without additional aid. 


“Each time they come up with all 
(his hoopla. The only lime you know 
what you are going lo get is when they 
send out the final figure,” Maurer 
said. 

“They could come out and give the 
whole picture but they don’t. They on¬ 
ly tell you the good news because that 


is what makes them look good,” 
Maurer added. 

Last year Winchester received 
$3,675,000 in state aid. State aid makes 
up approximately ten percent of the 
town budget. “We spend more lime 
debating that 10 percent than 
anything else,” Maurer said.

Water conservation and proti'ction 
are issues Winchester must face in 
the next few years, and should ad¬ 
dress in the upcoming budget, says 
selectman Francis P. Sopper. 

Sopper’s concerns will be address¬ 
ed at Monday's meeting of the board 
of selectmen, where he will press for 
plans to fence in the town’s three 
reservoirs and install a pipe to ease 
filling the smallest north reservoir. 

"This is the time to meet the issue 
head on before Chad (town manager 
W. Chadwick Maurer) sends his 
budget to the finance committee,” 
chairman of selectman Wade M. 
Welch said. 

Sopper’s concerns were aired at 
Monday’s meeting after reading of a 
letter from the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council. It said the council 
was preparing a state water resource 
management plan, and encouraged 
municipalities to develop local plans. 

The notice said “they will be re¬ 
quired to do so in order to be eligible 
for water withdrawal permits under 
the new water management act.” 

“We are going to be forced lo do 
it. We are not going to have a choice,” 
Sopper said. 

Sopper expressed concern that the

town might lose financial aid for 
water projects in the future if it did 
not lake protective steps now. 

"We are going to need four or five 
million (dollars) for filtration and 
we're not going lo get it,” Sopper said. 

Sopper said the fences are needed 
lo keep those using MDC trails around 
Hie reservoirs from fouling the water 
by swimming or allowing animals to 
swim there. 

"It is a wide open water supply. 
IV'ople are going to use it unless they 
are prevented. The place is posted for 
no trespassing, hut people ignore it,” 
Sopper said. 


The fill pipe, expected to cost 
about $20,000, is needed to bring water 
from Spot Pond up to the North reser¬ 
voir. The reservoir now is filled only 
when the larger middle reservoir is 
filled and overflows. 

This creates a costly situation 
where water must be pumped into the 
larger middle reservoir, until it 
overflows, to fill the smaller north 
reservoir, Sopper said. 

Sopper will present the estimated 
cost of the two projects at Monday 
night’s meeting.

Committee to form 


on playfield plans

The board of selectmen has mov¬ 
ed to establish a committee to oversee 
the implementation of the $10.6 
million playfield master plan. 

The playground/playfield develop¬ 
ment committee will be charged, “to 
establish priorities and develop an 
implementation schedule for the 
Playground/Playfield Master Plan 
and to preent a program for financ¬ 
ing the program,’’ according to the 
recommendation approved by the 
board Monday night. 

The committee will be made up of: 
one selectman, one school committee 
member, three members appointed 
by the selectmen, and two members 
appointed by the school committee. 
.No members have been appointed to 
the committee yet. Maurer said 
Tuesday. 

Peter Van Aiken, a member of the 
town master plan committee, has 
urged selectmen and school commit¬ 
tee members to take an interest in the 
plan which calls for 10 renovation pro¬ 


jects at parks and schoolyards around 
town. The cost of the project is 
estimated to be $10.6 million over six 
years, according to Van Aiken. 

In addressing the two town boards. 
Van Aiken suggested the committee 
be composed of representatives of dif¬ 
ferent interests in town. The propos¬ 
ed projects connect many interest 
groups in town, and will ne^ a broad 
base of support to be completed. 

“There is a whole set of needs here 
that must be addressed. I think these 
are an important set of projects but 
it cannot be left for someone else lo 
do it,’’ Van Aiken told the selectmen. 

The projects the new committee 
wil be studying include: Skillings 
Field core tests, Skillings Field 
renovation, Lincoln Schoolyard plans. 
Mill Pond park plans, Lincoln 
Schoolyard project. Mill Pond park 
project (1989), Fiscal year 1990 plans, 
and projects through 1996. 

Appoints to the committee will be 
made later.

Little crib holds big memories

Last month we took apart and 
gave away the crib in which all three 
of our children passed the peaceful 
spell of babyhood. 

This crib had been in more or less 
constant use since the Bicentennial, 
and when we took it down, we took it 
right out from under our last and 
daily-less-babyish baby. 

Pulling off its familiar bunny-sheet 
and undoing its little screws for what 
we knew would be the last time was 
a thing more difficult than almost any 
other 1 can think of having done in re¬ 
cent years. 

It's no great piece of furniture, 
1 lea veil knows. When we bought it, we 
bought it second hand, in the early 
ix'iiny-pinching days of our marriage. 
1 remember leaning over my great 
belly to inspect it five or six weeks 
l)efore our lives changed forever, and 
asking in all innocence what those lit¬ 
tle paired indentations along the rail¬ 
ings were. 

"Teeth marks,” the woman who 
owned it said. 

"Teeth marks!," 1 repeated to mv 


husband later. They must have had a 
savage infant, I remember thinking 
then, some sort of wild deviant child. 

1 piled the crib into my car none¬ 
theless, drove it home to our little flat 
and lovingly sanded out the imperfec¬ 
tions, making it new again, for our 
own new baby. 

When she came, I left a job 1 lov¬ 
ed unutterably for one I loved even 
more. But 1 was confused making the 
transition, uncertain in my new role. 
Those were the years of uncertainty, 
of hovering, when we read all the 
books and consulted all the oracles. 
"Why does she cry so?,” 1 remember 
asking her doctor in desperation. 
Even now when this child's face 
crumples under tears, as it seldom 
does anymore, 1 feel the old urge to 
do anything - anything - to restore its 
sunshine. 

We bumped her from her crib five 
weeks before the next baby came, and 
handed down to that child a sleeping- 
place even less new than the first 
child had known. 

She was our second, on whom we 
lavished less attention perhaps, but 
on whom we visited fewer mistakes. 


She came with a lusty cry and a 
legendary case of colic. We walked 
her through a hundred suppertimes 
and dribbled rice and salad dressing 
on her little head in vain attempts to 
eat while doing so. These were the 
years of the Great Blur you hear so 
many parents speak of: the years of 
two in diapers; of naps that just won’t 
coordinate; of back-to-back fevers, 
poxes, chills and infestations. They 
passed in a haze; I can hardly recall 
them. 

The crib got a good workout 
though: both kids chewed on it. It 
went in time for a brief furlough up 
to the attic. But before you could say 
“mashed bananas,” it came back 
down again to the nursery, for a final 
lour of duty. 

Our last child was a boy, and to 
some this fact speaks volumes. He 
taught the old crib to walk, and to 
dance, from one end of the room to the 
other with him inside it. He winged 
teddies clear out the open window 
from its sleepy confines. He vaulted 
its railings to land again and yet again 
on his apparently undeniable noggin. 


These were the years of celebra¬ 
tion. For, slow students that we are, 
we had finally come to see how lucky 
we’d been all along to share a dwell¬ 
ing with newly minted humans. 

This last child woke in the night, 
drank from a bottle, and generally 
called for help and received it more 
than either of our other two had ever 
dreamed of doing. 

The girls zoomed him back and 
forth between them in his rolling 
highchair, all three squealing with 
delight. We knew he was our last. We 
all knew it. We celebrated every inch 
of his babyhood. 

And last month he outgrew his 
crib. He misses it. 

“Where my REAL bed?,” he still 
asks when 1 fold him into an immen¬ 
sity of sheets and blankets these 
nights. 

It’s gone to live in the realm of 
memory, I could tell him, 1 guess. 
With its teethmarks and its rickety 
joints, and a small sleeping form curl¬ 
ed in one comer. It lives in memory 
now, where neither time nor use can 
age it more.

I feel that 1 must take exception to 
most of what was said by the writer 
of last week’s “Guest Column." which 
dealt with the work of the subcommit¬ 
tee on religion of the Task Force on 
Cultural, Racial and Ethnic Aware¬ 
ness. 1 also must express my dismay 
that a column such as this one, full of 
innuendo, unjustified criticism, and 
attacks on everything from dispos¬ 
able diapers to New Englanders, was 
deemed worthy of printing in its en¬ 
tirety by the Wincihester Star. 

Let me assure Ms. Barrett that the 
members of the committee, most of 
whom I know personally and with 
many of whom I have worked close¬ 
ly in various capacities, are not 
“villians,” as claimed, but are hard¬ 
working, interested citizens of our 
town. Each of them has shown his or 
her commitment to Winchester and to 
its children through countless hours 
of service, usually unpaid. The idea 
that either Elizabeth Herberich of Bill 
Jervey has a “vested interest" in the 
“official line” is absurd. First of all, 
il has been made abundantly clear by 
the Superintendanl of Schools and by 
everyone connected with the forma¬ 
tion of the task force and its subcom¬ 
mittee that there is no official line, but 
that the goal is to study the needs of 
the students and the community and 
to make recommendations based on 
these needs. Secondly, lx)th Mrs. Her¬ 
berich and Mr. Jervey have shown 
themselves to be careful thinkers with 
a strong sense of honesty and integri¬ 
ty, certainly not people who would 
parrot a party line even if one existed. 

As far as Ms. Bari'ett's other 
p>oints are concerned, many of them 
either were unsubstantiated or quite 
simply made no sense. However, 1 do 
feel that I would like to comment on 
the dismissal of the Inter-Faith Coun¬ 
cil's statement that the schools should 
not conduct religious observances as 
“silly.” 1 have always believed that 
.separation of church and state, be¬ 


sides being carefully protected by the 
wi-iters of the Constitution, was one of 
the things that makes the United 
States and its democratic system uni¬ 
que. Would Ms. Barrett argue that 
this, loo, is “silly?” 

The difficult task of the men and 
women .serving on the subcommittee 
on religion involves finding a way to 
preserve the rights of children who 
are not Christian and whose families 
do not wish them to be forced to par¬ 
ticipate in celebrations of a religious 
holiday in which they do not believe, 
while at the same time allowing 
Christian children to express the joy 
and excitement which they feel at this 
important lime of year. To any objec¬ 
tive observer, this is a tremendously 
difficult task, involving many oppos¬ 
ing, yet equally valid, points of view. 
I low grateful the people of Winchester 
should be that we have a group of 
citizens willing to undertake such a 
task. Perhaps it is time to stop criticiz¬ 
ing and take a moment to express our 
thanks as well as our opinions.

entirely appropriate that we ask 
whether the school system, either 
through its policies or through its pro¬ 
grams and informal activities, 
heightens those feelings or tries to 
minimize them. Winchester is a 
predominately Christian community 
within a predominately Christian 
society. Christmas is all around us, 
and it is an important part of our 
American heritage. No one on the 
Task Force or the School Committee 
has advocated that we should ignore 
or discard our traditions or heritage. 
Rather, we have been saying that our 
community is becoming increasingly 
more diverse. We should recognize 
that diversity and respect other tradi¬ 
tions as well. After all, that is the 
American spirit. That is the Christian 
thing to do. 

The Task Force was formed by the 
School Committee for several 
reasons. One reason was an incident 
last spring in which some students 
were treated in a manner which was 
insensitive and inappropriate. 
Another reason was that the State 
Department of Education reviewed 
the incident and concluded that Win¬ 
chester has not done enough within its 
schools to promote tolerance and ap¬ 
preciation of diversity—an issue that 
the superintendent had already pul on 
his agenda. A third reason was that 
it had been too long since we review¬ 
ed our curriculum and asked 
ourselves whether we arc doing our 
best to foster an awareness of and 
sensitivity to differences. 

One of the issues the Task F'orce 
was asked to consider was religious 
differences. Within that context, it 
was reasonable to question how our 
schools deal with curriculum and 
extra-curricula programs during 
Christmas and other religious 
holidays. In fact, this is an issue 
which has been discussed and 
debated informally—at the Muraco 
School Parents meetings, for 
example—for some time. 'I’hc Task 


Force simply provided a town-wide 
forum for these discussions. Many 
people came and many expressed 
widely divergent points of view. All 
were encouraged to speak openly, and 
for some it was a deeply personal and 
emotional experience. 

Subsequently, the Task Force con¬ 
sidered what it had heard and read, 
and reviewed the existing policies of 
the school committee and the music 
department. It was felt that those 
policies were broad and encouraged 
programs to be multi-cultural, non- 
exclusory and diverse. The Task 
Force therefore submitted a progress 
report that said those policies make 
sense, and made no recommenda¬ 
tions for any program or policy 
changes. 

It is true that some programs did 
change. It is also true that some had 
changed last year, some the year 
lieforc, and some, probably, ten years 
ago. That is because no one dictates 
to each individual school exactly what 
the content of its holiday programs 
should be. Within the very broad 
policy guidelines that have been 
published in the Star, each principal 
and his or her staff determines the 
program for his or her school. 

It is also true that the Task Force 
asked the members of the school com¬ 
munity to be sensitive to the dialogue 
that had taken place this fall, and to 
assess whether some of the concerns 
that had been expressed were ap¬ 
parent or whether we were able to in¬ 
clude all students in a positive way in 
our holiday programs. 

Perhaps there were overreactions 
to this process. No doubt some things 
have been said that have led to con¬ 
cern that traditions are being aban¬ 
doned. I’m not entirely sure where 
this came from. It is regrettable and 
unfortunate, but it is certainly not a 
reason why we should abandon the 
Task Force or refuse to discuss sen¬ 
sitive issues. Rather, we should 
rededicate ourselves to the work of 
the Task F'orce, and to Winchester’s 
mulli-eultural philosophy (adopted in 
1!)79) which states, in part, that "We 
dedicate ourselves to mutual respect 
and tolerance, to lake pride in the con¬ 
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tributions different groups have 
made, and to the common bonds lhal 
join us. We hold that as Americans we 
are also citizens of the world.” 

There was a guest column in the 
Star last week. It is ironic that the 
author, who seems to profess a liroad- 
mindednesss, is so quick to throw 
around such stereotypes as “the 
cheerleader," "one of our leading 
yuppies,” “sham sophisticates," “ad¬ 
ministrators and their ilk,” and "a 
sycophant." She further professes 
concern over the xenophobia of New 
England towns. Stereotypic thinking 
and pidgeon-holing arc the most in¬ 
sidious forms of prejudice, and the 
primary concern of the Task Force. 
These arc the isseus upon which we 
will continue to work and alxnit which 
we will present our recommendations 
to the School Commiltcc later this 
spring.

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Boys basketball team

Senior citizens 
can receive 
free eye care 

People over 65 may find their vi¬ 
sion blurred, see flashes of light, or 
become sensitive to glare. These 
changes in vision may be symptoms 
of developing eye disease and should 
be checked by an ophthalmologist. 

Recently ophthalmologists on the 
Winchester Hospital Medical staff 
have begun working with the national 
Eye Care Project (NECP). This pro¬ 
gram provides free eye care to 
seniors who are United States citizens 
and do not have an ophthalmologist. 

Interested seniors should call the 
NECP Helpline at 1-800-222-EYES. If 
they are eligible for the program, the 
operator there will match them with 
a physician in this area who has 
volunteered his or her services as 
part of the program. The caller will

receive a letter with the name, ad¬ 
dress, and phone number of the physi¬ 
cian and further details atxrut the pro¬ 
gram. Any caller who is not eligible 
for the program is offered informa¬ 
tion about contacting other 
ophthalmologists for second opinions 
and can receive a brochure atwut eye 
diseases and aging. 

Once a person contacts a par¬ 
ticipating physician he/she receives 
a complete eye examination to deter¬ 
mine what care may t)c necessary to 


protect vision. There is usually no 
cost for services by the volunteer 
ophthalmologist, who has agreed to 
bill Medicare or the patient’s other in¬ 
surance and accept this as full pay¬ 
ment for services. Seniors without in¬ 
surance or means to pay receive care 
at no cost. The patient may be asked 
to pay for costs of eyeglasses, medica¬ 
tions, hospital services, or associated 
services of other physicians. 

Winchester Hospital physicians 
have already received calls from

Snow white turns red 

Snow removal budget hits bottom

Winchester’s white winter is tur- 
iiir.g ixd. > 

As the drifLs get higher, the dollars 
for snow l•emoval are getting lower 
and lower. 

In fact, with this week’s snowfall, 
the public works snow removal 
budget fell to zero and storm expenses 
will run in the red for the rest of the 
season. 

A hefty $19(i,(K)0 was budgeted at 
the beginning of the season. 

Department of Public Works 
director Dominic Serratore says the 
department will run in the red to keep 
Winchester streets plowed for the rest 
of the cold season. Funds used this 
year will be made up with next year’s 
budget, he said. 

“We’re all right as long as we don’t 


get any more snow,” said DPW 
operations manager Hugh O’Brien 
before this week’s stonn. But since 
the DPW is allowed to operate with a 
deficit, Serratore said none of the ser¬ 
vices will be cut back as a result of 
the lack of money. "We’ll continue so 
the roads are as safe as possible,” he 
said. 

Public works plans its budget bas¬ 
ed on an estimated annual snowfall of 
54 inches. 

This year, the DPW was able to 
sweep away 65 inches worth of snow 
before the money ran out Feb. 2. Mon¬ 
day’s snowfall added a couple of in¬ 
ches to the total, but was more expen¬ 
sive than a 12-inch snow because of 
the duration of the storm. 

“If it never snows again. I’ll be 
happy,” Serratore said. "When I 


retire, I’m moving to F'lorida.” 

About eight private plows regular¬ 
ly clear roads before the DPW plows 
begin regular routes, O’Brien said. 

The DPW uses a 2-1 mixture of 
sand and salt on Winchester roads. 
O'Brien says the town used to use all 
salt, but now uses the mixture to pro¬ 
tect local reservoirs. “All salt does a 
much better job, and straight sand is 
no good, really. It just gives traction,” 
he said. 

In (he past, O’Brien says the DPW 
has been able to work within its 
budget, sometimes returning money 
to the town. 

But that won’t hap[)cn this year. 
“There’s been so much more snow,” 
O’Brien said, and there is probably 
more to come. "We’ve had some big 
Februarys,” he said. 


Selectmen pass buck on 
‘threatening’ installation 
Continental says is ok

.Selectmen are denying authority 
over Continental (.’ablevision and told 
a group of citizens they would have to 
sue that company if they believed it 
posed a safety hazard. 

Paul Fleming, a resident of 
Wyman .School condominiums at 83 
Church Street, addressed the board 
Monday to complain of code viola- 
tion.>i by Continental at that address. 
These code violations, he said, 
created a "life-threatening situation.” 

The board heard Fleming’s com¬ 
plaints and his proposal that the 
boiird appoint an inspector, but told 
F'leming the lx)ard would not mediate 
a dispute betw(!en two private parties. 


“It is not incumbent upon the town 
to get involved in a dispute between 
two parties. You have every right to 
bo in court tomorrow — in Middlesex 
Suiierior Court — against Continental 
Cable,” selectman chairman Wade 
M. Welch said. 

Selectman Robert Deering 
agreed, saying the town did not have 
jurisdiction over the wiring of cable 
television. Because no permit is re¬ 
quired to install cable television, the 
town has no regulatory authority over 
it, he said. 

"Any ordinance or policy that we 
might make would lx; superceded by 
state codes," Deering said. 

In a written petition, Fleming had 


asked the selectmen to "appoint or 
assign the necessary authority to hear 
and decide the complaint” and 
"establish the necessary procedures, 
including appeals, so that residents of 
the town can find resolution of such 
problems in a timely and economical 
manner.” 

Board members refused to make 
a motion on either request. 

Fleming presented a list of eight 
alleged code violations by Continen¬ 
tal at 83 Church St. The list included: 
improper grounding methods, using 
electronic equipment that has not 
been tested by an approved agency, 
failure to fircstop onenines made in

Census scoundrels sought 
in annual late form search

' Many residents are not standing 
up to be counted. 

Of 8,00(1 census forms sent out the 
last week of December, several hun¬ 
dred still have not Ix^n returned, says 
town clerk Carolyn Ward. The forms 
were due to her Jan. 31. 

"We always get about 80 percent 
in by the deadline. The next 10 percent 
come in in dribbles. We’re working on 
the last to percent now," Ward said. 

The forms are used to compile in¬ 
formation about the town’s 21,200 


residents. Ward said. 'The staff of the 
town clerk’s office is working over¬ 
time to contact those who have not 
returned the form. Doing so is costing 
the town money. Ward said. 

Some people may be under the im¬ 
pression that they do not have to 
return the form, but the forms are 
essential for many reasons. Ward 
said. 

"The census is the only way we 
have of maintaining the voting list. 
Accurate census information also 
helps the town in projecting needs for 


the future,” Ward said. Completing 
the form is especially important for 
new residents to get a dump sticker, 
proof of residency, or a permit to use 
the tennis courts, if the census has not 
been completed. 

Residents who did not get a census 
form or who are not sure if they have 
sent it in yet, should call the town 
clerk’s office for verification. Ward 
said. Residents who lost the form or 
cannot find it can call the clerk’s of¬ 
fice and give tfie information over the 
phone, she said.

Selectmen 
seek water 
protection

The board of selectmen wants 
$60,000 to protect and upgrade tbe 
town’s three reservoirs. 

The board will sponsor an article 
to appropriate the money at the up¬ 
coming town meeting. 

The article comes at the urging of 
selectman Francis P. Sopper. He has 
said at several meetings the town 
could jeopordize its water and finan¬ 
cial assistance if it dews not act to pro¬ 
tect the reservoirs. 

“When our contract comes up for 
renewal with the MWRA 
(Metropolitan Water Resource 
Authority) they could restrict us, ancl 
they could penalize us financially,” 
Sopper told the board Monday night. 

Sopper also said the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council is requiring 
towns to protect their existing water 
supplies to qualify for future 
assistance. 

“If we do not do the things they re¬ 
quire, they may refuse us water and 
they may also deny us money,” Sop¬ 
per said. 

There are about 18 different access 
areas to the reservoir system, Sopper 
said. Seven or eight of these are well 
traveled and should be fenced off to 
prevent contamination of the water 
supply, he said. 

Sopper further pointed out that the 
Metropolitan parks commission is 
making the area around the reser¬ 
voirs more attractive as a recreation 
area, and this threatens the water 
quality. 

“In the past we never had to worry 
about the reservoir. Now it is open 
territory for everyone. Via just have 
to do something to protect it,” Sopptu- 
said.

Scaffolds reveal new 
look for Town Hall

Town Hall’s new look is emerging 
slowly from its coat of scaffolding, 
and the stately building is sporting a 
shiny new weather vane. 

The weather vane is a replica of 
the original vane designed for the 
building, says Susan Keats, chairper¬ 
son of the town hall building commit¬ 
tee. The old vane will lx* stored away, 
or perhaps given to someone who will 
guard it for posterity, Keats said. 

The new vane has more than sen¬ 
timental value as it is gilded with gold 
leaf. The gilding was done and paid 
for by anonymous donors, Keats says. 

Along with the new pinacle. the 
clock will be repaired and the wooden 
numerals on the dial have already 
been mended, Keats said. 

Other work on the structure is pro¬ 
ceeding and the town may save some 
money as portions of the clock tower 
are in better shape than was 
expected. 

“It is a very well built building. We 
are going to lx* saving some money on 
the exterior work,” Keats said. 

The scaffolding adorning the 
building should be down by the first 
week in April, although a few pieces 
may be left up so that patching and 
painting can be dune, Keats said. 

In the middle of March, offices 
housed in town hall will be moved in¬ 
to the auditorium with the exception 
of the comptroller, the retirement 
board, and tbe veterans office. 

The offices will be in their tem- 
poi-ary homes for about one year, un¬ 
til the middle of 1988, Keats said. “But 
it is a big space,” she says of the new 
location. 

The committee expt'cts to have the 
interior construction work go out to 
bid soon, Keats said. The board is also

planning a major celebration when 
the $4.7 million project is finished, she 
said.

Willows, planners 
at odds on units

The planning board and 
devclo|)er.s of the "Willows” housing 
plan off Cross Street are still unable 
to reach an agreement on density. 

In a meeting Monday night, pro¬ 
blems remained. 

The developers, led by attorneys 
Paul Amic'o and Victor Garo, were in¬ 
structed last week by the board to 
bring in new layout plans for G8 units. 
jThey had originally requested 92 units 
I but the board requested plans closer 
i to 50 units, 

Monday, architect Donald 
Tellalian presented the new layouts 
before the board. According to the 
plan, many units would be connnected 
in one large, .semicircular building 
with parking in front. While the board 
said they liked the new layout, they 
were not impressed with these two 
aspects. 

Board member Marion Crandall 
•Still thought the buildings were too 
dense. "I think the buildings should 
bo split up and I would much prefer 
parking in the back,” she said, 

"We don't want a baby 
Parkview,” said planner Harry Lind- 
mark, referring to the complex on 
Swanton Street which shares some of 
the features of this new layout. 

After hearing the negative reac¬ 
tion from planning board members, 
Amico charged they were being 
unreasonable. 

"We have tried to cooperate with 
you,” he said, “but we’ve gone from 
92 units down to 68 and that’s a big 
sacrifice on our part.” 

'I’he developers are planning to 
meet with the neighborhood before 
IKissibly trying to put the plan through 
town meeting without the planning 
board’s approval. 

In other matters, Ron Skates and 
Steve Andei'son came before planners 
to complain about unauthorized com¬ 
mercial vehicles kept on residential 
property. Skates said some residents 
liave three or four vehicles that 
violate the law, and the violations 
could injure the character of 
Winchester. 

Planners said the definition of a 
commercial vehicle in the town 
bylaws was not adequate for strong 
enforcement. Anderson said the 
bylaw should l)e adjusted so it can be 
enforced. 

“The definition should be cut and 
dry so that no exceptions can be 
made,” he said. 

Skates says the law simply isn’t 
being enforc^. “The rules are fine,” 
he .said. “They are blatantly not en¬ 
forced.” 

Planning board members agreed 
to discuss the matter futher before 
deciding the issue. 

Planning Board 
League Report 

By-laws 

The board held a discussion of pro¬ 
posed new by-laws being formulated 
to define and clarify issues dealing 
with noise levels and zoning laws. 
These by-laws have not been com¬ 
pleted nor taken to town counsel. 

Winchester resident Ron Skates 
came before the Board accompanied 
by attorney Steve Anderson. Skates 
said he was very concerned about the 


lack of enforcement of zoning laws 
limiting the parking of commercial 
trucks in front yards and driveways 
throughout Winchester. He staled 
that several hundred trucks are il¬ 
legally parked in Winchester at any 
one time. Because Winchester is an 
inner city community with relative¬ 
ly small lot sizes, the presence of 
these large vehicles are hurting the 
character of the town, he said. The 
problems which cmei'gcd ai-c those of 
enforcement and that of defining 
“commercial truck.” This parking of 
commercial vehicles related to arti¬ 
cle E of the proposed new by-laws. 

The Willows — Proposed housing 
developineiit 

Eight individuals came to the 
board to bring further plans relating 
to the I'k acre parcel of land at Cross 
and Conant Streets. Architect Donald 
Tellalian presented a new concept 
depicting a development of 68 con¬ 
dominium units. The central building 
is a semi-circle containing -lo units 
with parking and garage spaces in 
front of the building. The board ex¬ 
pressed had concerns alwut the shape 
because it resembles the Parkview 
building which has long been con¬ 
troversial in Winchester.

be purchased at an estimated cost of 
$10-$12 per foot. This much fence, in 
the proper areas, “would do a 
tremendous job of keeping out 
trespassers,” he said. 

Chairman of selectmen Wade M. 
Welch told Sopper he would not sup¬ 
port the project as an item in the 
operation budget but would consider 
it as a capital expense article. 

Sopper’s plan also calls for a fill 
pipe from Mystic Lake into the 
smaller north reservoir. This, he said, 
would allow north reservoir to be fill¬ 
ed without requiring the larger center 


reservoir to be filled. 

Putting water into north reservoir 
can only be done by filling the center 
reservoir and allowing overflow to 
run into north reservoir. The pipe 
would alleviate this, Sopper said. 

“We could keep our north reser¬ 
voir at peak elevation at all times, so 
you would improve the quality of 
water,” Sopper said. 

Welch told Sopper he may not sup¬ 
port the project as a town meeting 
member, but the town should be 
allowed to vote on the project.

Calcium in the diet 

Many food products on the shelves 
of markets toclay include the phrase, 
“Now with Calcium,” Even some 
flour producers are incorporating it 
in manufacturing and advertising 
their products. The role that calcium 
plays in maintaining a healthy body- 
had been the subject of medical 
research and public interest in recent 
years as described in the Lahcy- 
Clinic’s Health Letter, Winter, 1980. 

The clinic’s letter states that dairy- 
products are rich in calcium. An 
8-ounce glass of milk provides about 
300 mg. of calcium. Most adults could 
meet their calcium needs simply by 
drinking a quart of milk a day, either 
skim or low fat. Other dairy products, 
expecially yogurt, can be substituted 
for some of the milk. Other foods rich

The House and Senate. The House 
and Senate continue to meet informal¬ 
ly. As the 1987 session gears up, 
"Beacon Hill Roll Call” highlights 
and records local representatives’ 
votes on 10 issues which were 
defeated in the 1986 session and are 
likely to resurface shortly in the 1987 
session. 

Cancerdl 1658)- House 99-45, re¬ 
jected a bill requiring that doctors 
and hospitals give all cancer patients 
certain information including all 
forms of recommended and alter¬ 
native treatment and potential side 
effects; notice that the patient should 
consider getting a second opinion; 
and lists of support groups. 

A Vea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted yes. 

Regents’ Diplomadl 4743)- House 
76-70, rejected a bill establishing a 
voluntary statewide exam for 
graduating high school seniors and 
awarding a Regents’ Diploma to 
those students scoring at least 80 per¬ 
cent. The measure also provides for 
a Imited number of top students to at¬ 
tend state schools tuition free if ac¬ 
cepted and if they maintain a 3.0 
average. 

A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

MDC PolicedI 47.59)- House 110-35, 
rejected a bill abolishing the MDC 
police department and transferrings 
its duties to local police departments 
in the district.

Gambling Lossesdl 5431)- House 
87-52, rejected a bill allowing 
gamblers to deduct their gambling 
losses, up to the amount of their win¬ 
nings, from their state income taxes.

Saltmarsh voted no. 

Balanced Billingdl 5588)- House 
128-11, rejected a bill suspending the 


1985 balanced billing law for one year.

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Deeds Excise - House 120-10, re¬ 
jected a bill increasing from $2.28 to 
$5.00 per $1000 the current deeds ex¬ 
cise a seller pays when transferring 
real estate. The measure distributes 
the $2.72 hike by giving $1 to a land 
acquisition program, $1 to the coun¬ 
ty and 72 cents to a hazardous waste 
cleanup fund. The bill provides that 
local communities apply to the state 
for money to clean up waste sites or 
buy conservation land.

Absentee Registrationdl 5878)-

certain “federal service personnel” to 
register to vote by mail.

Boston Garden 
access a victory 
for handicapped 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The 1974 Chapter 528 Architectural 
Barrier Law went into effect at the 
end of January 1987. Places of 
assembly were mandated to provide 
1 percent seating for the handicapped 
in the Boston Garden. The Boston 
Garden has violated this Section of 
the Law for 12 years. Until now, the 
handicapped has been placed belter 
skelter in the aisles. This constituted 
a public safety danger not only to the 
handicapped but to the general public 
as well. 'ITiis also made taking a fami¬ 
ly to the Garden a difficult proposi¬ 
tion. Many of the handicapped have 
endured embarrassing experiences 
with the inappropriate restroom 
facilities. 

In 1985, at the time of the Celtic’s 
15th championship playoffs, I pointed 
this out to Mayor Flynn. Due to the 
excitement of the game and the hour, 
and in order to apease me. Mayor 


Flynn asked her to come to the press 
conference with the Celtics the day of 
the parade. I was elated at the oppor¬ 
tunity to be offered the chance to meet 
the Celtics. This didn’t, however, get 
to the initial problem of the 1 percent 
seating. 

Since that time, the Garden was 
brought to the Attorney General’s of¬ 
fice for action in order to remedy this 
inequity. Happily, it has been resolv¬ 
ed with 16 assigned places at the floor 
level, assigned to the handicapped. 
“Justice delayed is justice denied.” 
In our case, it was a mixed blessing 
in that we were awarded more than 
1 percent. This took several hearings 
with the Garden’s architect and the 
Architectural Barrier Board.

Love, compassion, family, peace, 
gifts and giving are themes which can 
be embraced by children of all 
religious backgrounds including tliose 
whose parents are atheists or 
agnostics. It is the proper role of the 
school system to study various 
religious and cultural topics as it 
would any subject. It is also proper 
that no child feel excluded during a 
school sponsored activity. 

While I subscribe to the above 
stated position, I also respect the 
sincerity and goodwill of those who 
disagree with me. It is an issue 
wherein the most important concern 
of all, held by people on both sides of 
it, is the well-being and education ot 
our children.

Terri Clancy’s message: 
smoking is bad business

Terri Clancy has a message about 
smoking and she wants to lake that 
message on the road. 

The former Winchester resident is 
a health educator for the American 
Lung Association in Burlington. 

She travels to schools and 
businesses in the area to educate 
students and workers about the 
hazards of smoking. 

But soon, Clancy will take her 
message of health further. She hopes 
to raise $5,000 in pledges for a 3400 
mile bike trek across the country. 

Although Clancy quit smoking one- 
and-a-half years ago iter opposition to 
the habit is clear. 

“Healthy non-smokers are dying 
from smokers’ diseases that they 
would not have died from if they had 
not been exposed to second-hand 
smoke,” she says. 

Clancy, a former Dunster Lane 
resident, now lives in Concord and is 
training and campaigning for the trek 
with friend Mark Boldt, also of Con¬ 
cord. Boldt also has strong feelings 
about smoking and health. 

“One of the problems is that 
nicotine is not perceived as a drug — 
which it is," Boldt said. 

“Nicotine is one of the most addic¬ 
ting drugs tliere is. Even more addic¬ 
ting tlian heroin or cocaine,” Clancy 
adds. 

Both became involved in the bike 
trek because of the personal 
challenge it oflers and because money 

raised will go back into association 
programs in local communities. 

“The money that is raised will go 
hack into our local lung association. 


Although Mark and I will be riding for 
the country, the money we raise will 
go back into local programs in our 
county,” says Clancy. 

To participate in the trek, as the 
participants call the bike trip, each 
rider must raise $5,000 in pledges. 
After qualifying, the trekkers ship 
their bikes to Seattle, Wash., where 
they will begin their 3400-mile, six- 
and-a-half week journey, June 1. 

The schedule includes only three 
rest days. Riders will average 75-80 
miles of bicycling on each of the other 
days, Clancy points out. 

The schedule and route is arrang¬ 
ed by the association. The association 
has also make plans for the riders to 
sleep at campgrounds, college dor¬ 
mitories and gymnasiums along the 
way. 

Because of this planning, the 
riders cannot depart from their 
schedule of daily mileage, Boldt says. 

Both Clancy and Boldt rode in a 
three day “Aulumn Scape” bicycle 
trek fur the lung association in the 
fall. This, Boldt .says, “gave us a feel¬ 
ing of what it would be like.” Aithuugli 
they admit the Plymouth to Pro- 
vineetown ride does not compare with 
the Seattle to Atlantic City, N.J., ride, 
for which they are training. 

In preparation for the arduous 
trek, Ijoth Clancy and Boldt have been 
working to increase their endurance 
and stamina. Clacy has been swiming 
mornings at the Woburn YMCA, and 
Bold! has been running and working 
out on nautilus machines. They hope 
to some serious bicycling as soon as 
roads are clear enough lo do so safely. 

‘‘Aerobically, I want to he 
prepared and the only way to be

prepared for something like this is to 
actually get on your bike and put in 
the miles,” Clancy says. 

They hope to train by bicycling 30 
miles each day during the week and 
go for longer, .50-80 mile rides on 
weekends, as soon as the weather 
permits. 

Along wilh raising money, the lung 
association hopes to raise $1 million 
nationwide tlirough the trek, the bicy-

cle trek also carries a message of 
health and fitness, Clancy says. 

“People who smoke could not 
make a trip like this. We are hoping 
to get out a message about what we 
are doing an hopefully raise some 
money," she says. 

To raise money, Clancy and other 
riders are trying to be as innovative 
as possible. They are appearing next 
week at a singles’ night at a Woburn 
supermarket where they will give 
away prizes to customers who pledge 
their support. They have also con¬ 
tacted 65 other cyclists who made the 
“Autumn Scape” ride with them, to 
ask their support on this trip. 

They have also offered seminars 
lo area businesses — to help 
employees quit smoking — in ex¬ 
change for pledges. The one avenue 
of funding they will not pursue is ask¬ 
ing tobacco companies for support. 

“I do not want the cigarette com¬ 
panies lo sponsor us. They would love 
to sponsor us. They would love to give 
the illasion that they are working with 


us, but they are not, so we don’t want 
their money,” Clancy says em¬ 
phatically. 

They also will not accept as spon¬ 
sors companies owned by tobacco 
companies, she says. 

Short of these limitations the trek¬ 
kers will go to great lengths to get 
sponsors. “We’ll wear anyone’s T- 
shirl, drink anyone’s yogurt,” Clan¬ 
cy says with a laugh. 

Does the thought of traveling .3400 
miles on a bicycle give rise to 
apprehensions? 

"Basically I feel pretty good about 
it. I’ve never done anything like this 
like this. It is kind of scary when you 
think about it,” she says. “We’ll do 
our part to help prevent and control 
lung diseases. But we need all the help 
we can get in order to be a success,” 
she says.

Approximately 250,000 women in 
the United States have breast cancer 
and do not know it. One of every 11 
women will develop breast cancer in 
her lifetime. Early diagnosis and 
treatment are helping to reduce the 
incidence of this common cancer 
among women. 

The Winchester Healthcare Mam¬ 
mography Center which recently 
opened at 955 Main St., offers women 
one of the most comprehensive pro¬ 
grams of preventive breast care in 
this area. The program’s three steps 
are examination, education and 
detection. 

Jeanine Rousseau, R.T.R., has 
been appointed chief technologist at 
the center. She completed her 
radiology training at Northeastern 
University in 1971 and has been active 
in the development of mammography 
centers.

sonalized service sensitive to 
women’s needs. It has installed a 
reliable mammography system 
designed for fast screening with the 
highest resolution picture and lowest 
radiation exposure for a series of 
mammograms from a variety of 
views. These positive images may 
reveal benign or malignant lesions tixi 
small to be seen or felt. The images 
are interpreted by two Ixwrd certified 
radiologists who are members of the 
North Shore Radiological Associates, 
based at Winchester Hospital, who 
report their findings to the referring 
physician. If additional examination 
or treatment is necessary, the physi¬ 
cian will contact the patient. 

Any women who is experiencing 
pain or is concerned about any 
changes in her breast should not 
hesitate to call her doctor to discuss 
visiting the center. Women in need of 
a physician are invited to call the Win¬ 
chester Hospital physician referral

A conceptual plan to redesign the 
internal roadway system at Ambrose 
School could cost the town nearly one- 
half million dollars if it were put into 
practice. 

But before town meeting is ap¬ 
proached to fund any kind of plan to 
address safety at the school, the 
school committee will look for about 
$5,000 for a traffic study of the area. 

The plan, which was presented at 
Tuesday’s school committee meeting 
by Town Engineer John Ciarcia, 
would redirect traffic exiting off High 
Street through the rear of the proper¬ 
ty and out onto Westland Avenue. 
Playfields to the east of the school 
would be moved to the west side, 
away from the roadway. 

Grounds renovations have not 
been recommended for funding by the 
town capital planning committee 
because the renovations were 
perceived as a playfield issue, not a 
safety issue, school committee 
member Stephen Powers said. 

But because students have to cross 


the internal roadway to get from the . 
school to the existing playfield, school 
committee members are looking for 
a quicker, less expensive way to en¬ 
sure children’s safety than the total 
$466,000 project Ciarcia described. 

"We were looking for a quick and 
dirty solution that addressed the safe¬ 
ty issue alone,” said Michael Ro- 
nayne, school committee chairman. 
“The whole configuration represents 
sort of an accident waiting to hap¬ 
pen.” 

School superintendent Charles 
Mitsakos will consult with town 
manager H. Chadwick Maurer as to 
where traffic study funds would come 
from. 

Ciarcia also discussed plans for 
Lincoln School grounds renovations, 
which have an estimated cost of 
$247,000. Although the town’s depart¬ 
ment of public works has responsibili¬ 
ty for maintaining school grounds and 
playfields, the schools are responsi¬ 
ble for funding any renovations to the 
properties.

Roses, wildflo'wers, 
orchids come to life 

By Susan Hershey 


The rose, known as the flower 
of love for more than a century, will 
make a lasting impression on lovers 
and others on Valentine's Day. 
Nearly six million fresh New 
England roses will be produced this 
year, according to the New England 
Rose Growers Association. 

Rose growing has been a fami¬ 
ly tradition in New England since 
1872 and Ed Johnson, 86, of 
Woburn carries on the tradition in 
style. 

The Johnson Brothers' business 
has been producing approximately 
four million roses a year for 60 
years. Their greenhouses cover 
eight acres and they sell half of their 
year's blooms around Valentine's 
Day 

Roses come in a variety of col¬ 
ors. Yellow roses signify friendship; 
white, purity; the lavendar rose is 
the most highly scented; the red, 
traditionally the symbol of love, is 
the most popular 

"A roses is not a rose." accor¬ 
ding to Jack Kean of Kean's 
Flowers in Winchester, "depending 
on which florist you talk to or where 
the roses in question come from." 

Kean buys the freshest flowers 
avaiable from Johnson Brothers. 

"Roses are flown in to the area 
from Israel, South America, Col¬ 


orado, California," says Kean, "and 
although they may be less expen¬ 
sive, they are not as fresh as those 
grown locally. 

“Roses must be kept in water at 
all times and in the shipping pro¬ 
cess they are not. Prices on roses 
vary according to the length of the 
stem. The longer stemmed flowers 
are the most expensive," he says. 

Kean points out that although 
the rose is still the most popular 
flower at Valentine's Day, there are 
other flowers with great appeal to 
lovers, such as the carnations, 
freesias, gardenias. 

The rose has been blooming for 
more than 35 million years and has 
been used as a symbol of beauty 
and love by poets of all ages. 

The Greek goddess, Sappho, 
bestowed on the rose the title of 
Queen of Flowers, and during 
Medieval times the flower was us¬ 
ed as a symbol of secrecy. Both the 
Greeks and the Romans were ar¬ 
dent admirers and users of the 
rose's fragrance and medicinal 
powers. 

Women wore roses in their hair 
to attract men in the same way that 
expensive perfume is used today. 
Shakespeare paid tribute to the 
rose more than once in his writings.

What About Art? 


By Meredith Fife Day 



A humble garlic bulb becomes monumental, symbolic and 
intense in Olga Antonova's painting at Tufts University's 
Gallery Eleven, Cohen Arts Center, Medford. 


Women’s art on view 


Because February is Black His¬ 
tory Month and because the Wo¬ 
men's Caucus for Art Mationl Con¬ 
ference is held in Boston this 
month, there is a ceiebratory air in 
the exhibition of work acknowledg¬ 
ing these important events. 

Tufts University's Gallery Ele¬ 
ven is one of many currently featur¬ 
ing the works of women artists. 
Three Women: Three Visions, or¬ 
ganized and curated by gailery 
director Erika Keteihohn, is a sim¬ 
ply-presented show, straightforward 
as its title suggests, that calls forth 
associations and touches levels of 
consciousness about expresssion 
and feminist points of view with an 
unexpected impact. 

Keteihohn says of her first 
curated contemporary show. 
“These feminist artists have strong, 
distinctive styles. Yet there is not 
one 'feminist' style, with a generic 
stamp." 

What the three artists have in 
common is that they are all female 
and that their expression is an af¬ 
firmation of their female point of 
view. 

Whether or not male artists 
would make abstract works with the 
myriad delicate and tactile lines of 
Susan Schwalb, or translate dreams 
and relationships into the directiy 
pictorial terms of Laura Blacklow, 
or invest stili life objects with the 
female connotations of Olga Anto¬ 
nova's paintings, is not really the 
issue. "The important point is that 
these women have made choices 
about their content and means of 
expressions borne of their own life 
views and experience, and they pre¬ 
sent their work without compro¬ 
mise or condescension to male- 
determined standards, 

Keteihohn made no attempt to 
rearrange the gallery's space or mix 


the artists' works. The forthright 
presentation is effective in allowing 
each woman's work the space for its 
total statement. 

Susan Schwalb's seven works 
on paper hang side by side on one 
wall and have surprising monumen- 
tality in light of the fragile silver- 
point lines that define their form. 
The artist has a remarkable senstivi- 
ty to her surface, its boundaries and 
possibilities in the working of an in¬ 
finite number of fine lines into a ver¬ 
tical holding pattern. 

It is the verticality of these 
works that is perhaps most respon¬ 
sible for their monumental quality. 
The manipulation of the paper's 
white also has quiet force. 

A respect for the paper's shape 
and its surface comes through in 
these works. Schwalb's lines work 
with the paper to change it without 
violating it. 

Blacklow's works are also on 
paper — electrographs and pastel. 
She includes words that are visual¬ 
ly integrated with images, giving 
narrative specificity while presen¬ 
ting themes that are encompassing 
enoughh to trigger associations 
beyond those stated. 

Like the works of the other two 
artists, Blacklow's pieces stand on 
their own individually while making 
a strongly unified presentation. 

Images have a quality of being 
concentrated to full strength be¬ 
cause of their size, the portions that 
are shown, and the combinations of 
one with another as well as with 
words. 

The nose of an airplane is view¬ 
ed head-on, a woman's head is 
closely cropped and pushes at the 
picture's edges, shards of floral 
dishware are strewn across a sur¬ 
face, dolls are stuffed into an open 
box, and a baby's bottle just out of 
the picture plane on one end and in¬ 


to an infant's mouth on the other. 
All are striking and memorable and 
all approach and embrace memo¬ 
ries, dreams, wishes, fears and 
human relations. 

The 10 oil on masonite paint¬ 
ings of Olga Antonova hang on the 
wall opposite Schwalb's work. 
Awash in a cool white light that sur¬ 
rounds and intensifies still life ob¬ 
jects, the paintings have a haunting 
presence. 

Meticulously painted fruits, 
eggs, pods, vessels and seashells 
become more than metaphors for 
femaleness. A garlic bulb is peeled 
back and broken open; its insides 
glow white. Objects' identities as 
organic and as containers are 
emphasized. 

But it is more than the objects 
themselves that account for the still 
and metaphysical quality of these 
paintings. 

Antonova, iike Blacklow, com¬ 
bines images that have meaning in 
their associative relationships. She 
organizes her compositions with 
classical verticals, horizontal, and 
groupings that lend a still and dig¬ 
nified posture to the objects. And 
she paints in a way that the surface 
of the masonite is completely lost 
— an airless space is created in a 
motionless world.

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Found money aids 
Winchester poor

Thanks to Asa Fletcher, the poor 
of Winchester have somewhere to 
turn in time of need. 

Nearly 100 years ago, Fletcher 
gave $10,000 to the town to start a fund 
for the needy. That seed money has 
grown to $47,000. 

The little-known fund, which is ad- 
ministeretl by the board of selectmen, 
was uncovered by a League of 
Women Voters study group resear¬ 
ching how human needs in town are 
being met. 

Marcia Wood, a League of Women 
Voters member who heads the 
organization’s study committee, says 
she found out about the money 
through a discussion with Bonner. 
Wood was looking for local sources of 
assistance for the poor. 

The fund was a local source Wood 
did not expect to find. Apparently, she 


says, l)ecuuse stale or federal welfare 
did not exist at the time of Fletcher's 
donation, the town selectmen were 
the overseera of the poor. 

So, Fletcher left the money to be 
managed and invested by the select¬ 
men, Wood says. 

Over the years, she says, the fund 
has been dipped into only a very few 
times. For example, the veteran’s 
services coordinator has used the 
resource for paying back heating bills 
for disadvantaged people. 

“$47,000 is quite a bit of change,’’ 
said League President Gaii O’Reilly. 
“People in town should know about 
it.” 

In the future the fund will be ad¬ 
ministered by the board of selectmen. 
Selectmen do not now have a policy 
for administering the fund, but will be 
working to formulate one in the near 
future, said seiectman Judith Mug- 
gia. 


‘We’re not moving, go away’ 
town hall office tells movers 


“To Harmonium Movers: We are 
not moving. Go away!’’

The large, band-lettered sign on 
the door opening into the town com¬ 
ptroller’s office reads: “To Har¬ 
monium Movers: We are not moving. 
Go away!” Then, in smaller letters, 
it is signed “The Management.” 

But despite the last-minute at¬ 
tempt, the management looked tired 
and dejected as they stood amidst the 
ruins of what was, before Monday, the 
data processing office in town hail. 

Monday morning, two moving 
vans pulled up to the side entrance of 
the town halt to transfer the contents 
of the comptroller and data process¬ 
ing offices to the basement of the 
Lynch School. 

The movers hauled boxes and 
equipment down the hall, up a tem¬ 
porary steel ramp and into the trucks. 


only to unload them about a mile 
away on Horn Pond Brook Road. 

The move involved the first of the 
town hall offices to be relocated due 
to ongoing renovations. The two of¬ 
fices were moved this week, about 
one month before the others relocate. 
It was done during school vacation so 
students at Lynch wouid lot be 


disrupted, according to one data pro¬ 
cessing worker. 

Edic Skerry, who handies ae 
counts payable, says she is not hap¬ 
py about the move. Offices moved out 
of town hall will be housed in the tem¬ 
porary quarters for about one year.

Voice in the wilderness 

Winchester man wants collider here

Amid the controvei-sy surrounding 
what may be one of the largest sden 
tific projects in history, ii Winchester 
voice is struggling to lx; heard. 

The project is the Superconducting 
Super Collider (SSC), a $1.1 billion 
facility to create and study sub¬ 
atomic particles to better iiiiderslaiul 
the physical properties of the 
universe. 

The voice is that of Claude W 
Brenner, a Winchester energy 
consultant. 

The federal government is 
soliciting site proposals for the pro¬ 
ject and Brenner would like to see 
New England submit a proposal to 
have the facility built in the area. 

“There is a tendancy for us to say 


there is no room for that sort of tiling 
here. That will have to go in the 
west,” Brenner said 

The reason is the size of the facili¬ 
ty. The project will include a aa-mile- 
long racetrack shaped tunnel liiiill 
underground. The tunnel will be lin 
ed with lo.nui) superconducting 
iiiagnets which w ill focus and guide 
two beams of protons in opposite 
directions around the tunnel. The 
beams will travel at nearly the speed 
of light and and be allowed to collide 
head-on with an energy of 4U trillion 
electron volts, according to a state¬ 
ment released by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Energy. 

The slate which wins the project 
will become one ol the foremost 
centers for particle physics in world. 


Brenner saitl. New England, with its 
many centers fur higher education 
and other cultural attractions, pro¬ 
vides a very "hospitable environ¬ 
ment” for the project. 

"It can he enormously attractive 
lor us. The effects instimulaling new 
business in the I'ommonwealth in 
every sector — it's almost a program 
one cannot turn one’s hack on, " Bren¬ 
ner said. 

President Ronald Reagan just ap¬ 
proved construction of the SSC pro¬ 
ject Jan. :I0 but the project has been 
three or four years in the making, 
Brenner said lie has been working 
for 18 months to convince officials of 
the (.'oinmonwealth to submit a site 
proposal.

Public housing $30,000 


richer after ‘linkage’ 


By LISA LaBANCA 

To many young families looking to 
buy a house in Winchester, the high 
price of housing is old news. 

But the town’s commitment to af¬ 
fordable housing is creating oppor¬ 
tunities for those families and others 
with low and moderate incomes. 

For example, a linkage agreement 
made by the seiectmen and represen¬ 
tatives of the Newton-based Green 
Company, which is building about 110 
attached single-family condominiums 
at the Ledges off Wainwright Road, 
already has resulted in a deposit of 
$30,000 to the town’s coffers. 

By the time the terms of tlie agree¬ 
ment are fulfilled, the company will 
have given a total of $50,000 to the 
town. 


Purchase prices for the Ledges 
range from $320,000 to $503,000 per 
unit, according to developer Joseph 
Valley. The project is due to be com¬ 
pleted in about three to four years, 
and the final payments would come 
due then, he said. 

Although the Green company is 
the first the selectmen approached 
with their linkage proposal. Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer says 
from now on, selectmen will ask 
every developer to contribute to the 
town’s affordable housing program. 

Maurer says the selectmen have 
negotiated another linkage propospal 
with a potential developer. 

Because new developments take

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Selectman: more than a part-time job 

Listen, learn, fix one thing at a time: all part'of selectman’s duties

Every Monday night, the board of 
seleclincn meets to oversee the 
irolicies, problems and projects of the 
town. Tlie job, however, does not end 
when the meeting adjourns. 

“'V'ou can put as much time into it 
as you want. It could be a fulltime 
job,” says selectman Francis P. Sop- 
pcr. 

The position, he says, involves a 
great deal of research, to know the 
issues which will be discussed at the 
meeting. It also involves listening to 
residents. Other members of ttie 
board agree. 


Chairman Wade M. Welch 
estimates that the time a selectman 
must put into the job is about triple 
what is seen at the Monday night 
meetings. 

On a yearly basis, Welch 
estimated it this way: 

“As chairman. I’d say it requires 
about 1000 hours. As a sitting memlxir 
— not chairman — I’d say about 500 
hours,” he said. 

Welch also says he frequently gets 
calls from residents. Answering these 
complaints or addressing concerns is 
an important part of being a select¬ 
man. 


“Every phone call that you get 
from a citizen ordinarily turns out to 
be three or four phone calls,” before 
the problem is resolved, says Welch. 

Such complaints, whether they 
relate to major projects in town or to 
a particular pothole on a certain 
street are a part of a selectman’s job. 

"It’s that everyday thing that does 
not seem like a lot to the town us a 
whole, but to that individual it means 
a lot,” says selectman Mark A. 
Lombardi. 

“I hear from people all over town, 
some of whom 1 don’t even know. 
'Vou’re in a position to intercede and 


help them follow up a process,” says 
selectman Judith Muggia. 

Selectman Robert Deering 
estimates members of the board pul 
in al)out 10 hours per week but agrees 
"some weeks it is a lot more than 
that.” 

During town meeting or contract 
negotiations that number will typical¬ 
ly jump to 25 hours per week, says 
Deering. 

Members of the board also appoint 
about 30 committees and subcommit¬ 
tees and serve as delegates to some 
of these committees. Members will 
often serve as delegates to state or 


county txvards which service ttie town, 
as well. 

Muggia serves as a liaison with the 
conservation commission, and is 
treasurer for fhe Middlesex County 
Selectman’s Association. Serving on 
these committees helps .selectmen 
keep informed on important issues 
both within and outside of the town, 
she says. 

Working together for the best in¬ 
terests of the town, members of the 
board agree, is important for for any 
selectman. Because a majority vote 
is needed lo pass issues, no one per

The funds needed to submit pro¬ 
posals constitutes “small money — in

Brenner said. 

"There has been a positive 
response — nobody can find the 
money for it," Brenner said. He has 
recently been advised that the state 
will provide money for the site sun'ey 
study, but that advice has not been 
confirmed officially. Brenner said. 

Brenner is a member of a coalition 
which will study the fcasablitiy of 
such a site in New England. Three 
other Winchester residents also serve 
on the coalition. Brenner said. 

Professor .Auther K. Kerman. 
Director of the Laboratory for 
Nuclear .Sciences al MIT. Professor 
,]. Schneps, chairman of Tufts' 
department of Physics and 
Astronomy and Professor Koy F. 
Schwitters of the Phy^cs department 
at Harvard University are other Win¬ 
chester residents on the ten member 
coalition. Brenner said. 

The coalition is also comprised of 


senior research faculty from Boston 
University. Brandeis. .Northeastern. 
Tufts, .\HT and the University of 
Massachussetts at .Amherst. 

This coalition will examine about 
six sites in .Massachusetts which may 
be suitable for the project. In con¬ 
sidering potential sites, factors such 
as geology, hydrology, stabilty and 
availablity must be considered. 

"It is more than just looking at a 
map." Brenner said. "I'lie approx¬ 
imate size of the facility will be about 
e.'iOd acres, "but that is always round¬ 
ed up to S.iKk) acres." Brenner said. 
Of this. 2..TOO acres must be in one 
parcel which would house the 
campus. 

To put this size in perspective, 
Brenner points out that Logan Aiiqxirt 
is on about lO.tKK) acres.

possibility of building the super col¬ 
lider under Boston Harbor, if studies 
show the ground there to be 
geologically accomodating. 

"We re going to have to take a 
reasonable and serious look at those 
kinds of possiblities." he said. 

Although they will be starting to 
look for sites in Massachusetts, sites 
in other states will also be considered. 

“We should not allow the artificial 
political barriers of state lines to in¬ 
terfere. If it happens to bo across 
state lines, so be it." Brenner said. 

Brenner, an energy consultant in 
Winchester since 1980. has also 
authored "Third Party Financing, a 
Primer for the Baffled Energy Pro¬ 
fessional," which he said was to help 
engineers and others with financing 
their projects. 

Site proposals are due at the 
department of energy by August and 
the final site will be chosen by chosen 
by .luly 1988. according to a depart¬ 
ment news release. The facility is ex¬ 
pected to be ready for operation in 
1998. 

Although many of the 17 other 
states vying for the project will be 
spending millions of dollars on 
studies. Brenner said he is not 
discouraged. 

“It is indeed possible for us to sub¬ 
mit a highly competative and possibly 
a winning proposal for this," he said.

Despite the raging snows, the Win- 
ton Club’s “Hooray for Iloilywood” 
was a smash hit. 

It might have been the excellent 
cast, or the music, but Joan 
Kingsbury, co-chairman of the pro¬ 
duction, said the success was largely 
due to the show’s theme. 

“We didn't realize that we were 
doing it during the 100th anniversary 
of Hollywood,” Kingsbury said. “I 
had a very up feeling al)out it because 
people really related to the theme and 
the music.’’ 

The show, which sold out both 
Wednesday and .Saturday nights, rais¬ 
ed nearly $24,000 in ticket sales, ticket 
chairman Pam Boerner said.

More 
than 900 advertisements were sold in 
the program. 

With a repertoire including 
numbers from “The Wizard of Oz’’ 
“Flashdance,” end Judy Garland 
favorites, the show was bound for 
success. 

Perhaps the real highlight involv¬ 
ed a number of Winchester officals. 
Who could resist seeing selectmen 
and building committee members on 
stage, dressed in frills and singing the 
Shirley Temple hit, “On the Good Ship 
Lollipop’’? 

Jane ’Twichell, talent liason bet¬ 
ween cast and show, laughed as she 
recalled the scene. 

“On stage, they weren’t the select¬ 
men anymore. They weren’t the 
building committee. They were 
Shirley Temple.’’ 

She said Mark Lombardi played a 
strong character in his red wig and 
freckles. ‘He looked like Little Orphan 
Annie!’’ she said. Selectmen Judie 
Muggia was remembered for her con¬ 
tribution, hitting town manager Chad 
Maurer with her lollipop. 

“She got the idea to attach velcro 
to the lollipop,” Twichell said, “and 
no one was really sure where she 
would hit him each time, or if the 
velcro would stick.” 

Although most of the costumes 
were supplied by director Chris 
Brown, Maurer wore a pink skirt and 
knee socks, modeled after a Shirley 
Temple photo he saw in an old book. 
His shoes were actually hospital slip¬ 
pers with a strap attatched to look like 
Mary Janes, Twichell confided. 

‘’Doing a show is like being part of 
big family,” she said, looking back 
on the rehersals and the final week of 
production, “you help each other, or 
you don’t get it done.”

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Archives unearthed 

Collections give life to town history 


The new historical services coor¬ 
dinator at Winchester’s Henry E. 
Simonds Memorial Archival 
Center will have his hands full 
trying to sort out boxes of un¬ 
categorized material unearthed 
during the town hall renovations.

Patrick Flynn is helping shape 
Winchester history, or at least get it 
organize.l 

The new historical services coor¬ 
dinator at Winchester’s Henry E. 
Simonds Memorial Archival Center 
will have his hands full trying to sort 
out Ixixes of uncategorized material 
unearthed during the town hall 
renovations. 

Flynn, a manuscripts analyst at 
the Massachussetts Historical Socie¬ 
ty in Boston, has taken on part-time 
duties at the archives on High Street, 
and his first task will probably be 
deciding which documents in the 
dozens of boxes taken down from 
town are worthy of being dusted off 
and preserved. 

Flynn will spend 12 hours a week 
overseeing the collection, set up by 
the Winchester Historical Society in 
the I970's in a small room in the town 
library. After a series of moves, in¬ 
cluding a stint in the basement of the 
Sanborn House, the collection of 
books, papers and artifacts relating 
to Winchester have settled into the 
carriage house behind Ambrose 
School — for the time being. 

Once town hall renovations are 
complete, the archives might find a 
permanent home in town hall, where 
the collection would be more accessi¬ 
ble, Flynn says. 

One of the more important items 
in the collection is the comprehensive 
survey of pre-1917 buildings in town, 
he said. The house survey includes 
photographs of the buildings and in¬ 
formation about their history and 
former owners. 

Flynn also considers the archives’ 
extensive photograph collection a 
valuable resource. The collection is 
now in the process of being copied to 
preserve the originals. 


The personal papers and diaries in 
the archives are irreplaceable. 

"There's no way to get at history 
except for documents,’’ Flynn said. 

Part of the collection belongs to 
the Historical Society, and a portion 
of it, such as records of town govern¬ 
ment, belongs to the town. Included 
in the archives are documents 
relating to the town’s history, 
eighteenth-century maps, copies of 
the town history, and a collection of 
arrowheads that Historical Society 
members Fran Ver Planck and Can¬ 
dy Margies use for social studies 
presentations in local schools. 

Ellen Spencer, the Historical Com¬ 
mission’s liaison to the archives, calls 
the collection a “potpourri’’ of items 
relating to the town’s history. 

Visitors to the archives usually are 
interested in researching their 
genealogy, or determining the history 
of their home, she said. 

Artifacts that have been donated 


to the archives over the years add uni¬ 
queness to the collection. .A lace- 
trimmed cradle rocks in one corner 
of the room, and a blue plaster-cast 
statue of a renowned skater from 
Winchester graces the top of a 
bookshelf filled with leather-bound 
volumes. 

Funding for the archives comes 
from town meeting every year, says 
Fran Ver Planck, who helped found 
the archives. 

"The archivist’s position is critical 
to the Historical Society," she said. 
"It’s an ongoing job." 

Although Flynn’s position is a paid 
one, much of the work at the archives, 
including staffing the center, is done 
by volunteers. Both Flynn and Ver 
Planck say more volunteers are need¬ 
ed and are welcome. 

The archives are open Monday 
and Wednesdays, 6-9:30 p.m., 
Tuesdays 9 a.m. to noon and Satur¬ 
days 10 a.m.-3 p.m.

Progress of 
construction

The Jenks Senior Center had to be 
closed for two days in January while 
the service entrances were being 
transferred to include both parts of 
the building. Boston Edison had to in¬ 
stall a transformer to activate the 
electrical entrance to the construction 
area. Workers installed the new 
heating system for both parts of the 
building along with water and gas 
connections. There is now one boiler 
to heat the entire unit. 

The existing boiler room will 
become a multi-purpose staff room 
for the Social Worker, and the Senior 
After Care Coordinator. 

The Bowdoin Construction Com¬ 
pany is making an all-out effort to 
com|)lete the project as sexm as po.ssi- 
tJie. There nave been some un- 
fore.seeable delays but everything is 


now under control and moving ahead 
with speed. 

Construction began in June, 1986. 
The breaking of ground with the 
()riginal spade used for the Jenks 
Senior Center one cold December day 
in 1976, was used for the expansion at 
noon, Friday. May 16, just 9'- 
years later. 

During the past eight months of 
construction, ll.doo square feet of 
building space has risen on the soil to 
meet the need for expanded pro¬ 
grams. The planning has been design¬ 
ed lo extend far into the future. Some 
programs have had to lx* curtailed or 
cancelled during huilding operations, 
but all who have been involved feel 
that what is to come is well worth the 
period of waiting.

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Media at war with values, 
columnist tells local group 


Harbor cleanup 
hikes water rates

Feder delivered this message to 
the Woman's Hepublican Club of Win¬ 
chester last Thursday when he spoke 
on " bias in the media." 

Feder. with a column syndicated 
in more th:m HO publications national¬ 
ly, pointed to media coverage of 
presidential campaigns, 

Massachusetts political races and 
president Honald Reagan's health as 
examples of media bias. 

‘"I'be media can hardly contain its 
glee at the prospect of an 
emasculated administration." Feder 
said of the coverage of the recent 
Iran-contra scandal. 

The extensive coverage is due to 
anti-Repuhlican sentiments shared by 
many members of the media, he told 
the group of 125. 

“The media has never reconciled 
itself to Mr. Reagan’s triumphs in 
1980 and 1984. The media coverage of 
the Iran-contra affair is merely the 
lip of the iceburg," F'eder said. 

If Walter Mondale had been 
elected president and teen involved 
in the Iran-contra scandal, “the 
media would have yawned." Feder 
said. 

The media promotes bias, Feder 
told the crowd, in four very subtle 
ways. “Outright deception," he said, 
"is more the exception than the rule.” 

Rv deciding what will be covered 
and‘what will not be covered, 
members of the media promote their 
own views, Feder said. He cited as an 
example press coverage of Reagan s 
health in the 1984 campaign, while 
Mondale's high blood pressure and 
medication was ignored. 


‘The media can hardly contain its 
glee at the prospect of an

"The press was on the verge of 
declaring the president senile. The 
media decided Mr. Reagan's health 
was to be an issue and Mr. Mondale’s 
was not,” Feder said. 

“Burying the news,” said Feder, 
is a second way the media promotes 
its own political ideals. He pointed to 
a CBS news poll which showed 91 per¬ 
cent of the residents of Granada sup¬ 
ported the United States’ actions 
there. This poll, he said, was buried 
in an 11:30 p.m. newscast, but if the 
poll had showed they did not support 
the action it would have been prime 
time news, Feder said. 

A third tactic, Feder told the au¬ 
dience to be aware of, is “loaded ter¬ 
minology.” This is the terminology 
which labels literals as “moderates” 
but designates conservatives as 
“ultra-conservatives” or “far right,” 
he said. 

The fourth tactic Feder warned of 
is when the media ignores the "other 
side” of a story. Republicans are 
never invited to give a rebuttal, he 
said. 

Following his talk, Feder 
answered questions from the au-

dience, which included members of 
the Melrose and Lexington republican 
clubs as well as members of the Win¬ 
chester club.

Thanks lo escalating costs m 
cleaning up Boston I larlxtr, taxpayers 
can expect lo pay higher water and 
sewer bills next year, according lo 
Dominie ,1. Serratore. director of the 
town’s public works department. 

The Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority iMWRA) has 
issued preliminary rale increases for 
fiscal year 1988. 

Across the GO community system, 
water assessments are expectwi to go 
up an average 7.5 percent and sewer 
assessments 15,3 percent, making a 
combined increase of 12.7 percent. 

The MRWA advisory board pro¬ 
jects combined increases of 28 per¬ 
cent each in fiscal years 1989 and 1990, 
and will meet .Ian. 15 in Boston City 
Hall to formally set assessments. 

The MWKA provides water and 
sewer services to GO municipalities. 
Sewage is treated in a primary treat¬ 
ment plant in Boston and the treated 
sludge is dumped into Boston Harbor. 

Any increase in expenditures is 
passed to the MWKA localities. For 
every $18,000 increase in 
assessments, the water/sewer rate in¬ 
creases one cent. 

Winchester residents are billed 
twice a year for water and sewer use. 

"It’s based on consumption. The 
average bill is $220 a year, which 
doesn’t mean it will he the same for 
an elderly person living alone or a 
household with a faimily of 12.” he 
said. 

This fi.scal year’s water rate is 85 
cents per 100 cubic feet of water and 
the sewer rate is 94 cents per 100 cubic 
feet. 

The MWKA assessed Winchester 
$559,528 for sewer and $284,871 for 
water in 198G. 

With the 13.3 increase, Serratore 
estimates the 1987 sewer rate will be 
$653,500 and water will be $200,000.

this year than last." .Serratore said 

Therefore, if MWllA’s tisse.ssment 
is increased 12.7 percent, it does not 
mean rate payers’ water/sewer bills 
will increase 12.7 percent. 

Serratore said figures for the 
town’s water/sewer budget will re¬ 
main stable until selectmen decide to 
increase rates witli a vote by town 
meeting. 

Selectman Frank Sopper, MWBA 
representative for Winchester said 
the largest contribution to assessment 
increases is the federally mandated 
cleanup of Boston Harbor and tlie con¬ 
struction of a sccondiiry sewage treat¬ 
ment facility on Deer Island. 

The barter cleanup may cost tlie 
MWRA more if Congress fails to re¬ 
enact the federal Clean Water Act. 
which provided federal funds for the 
cleanup. 

At the end of the last congressional 
session. President Ronald Reagan 
vetoed the Clean Water Act, despite 
the nearly unanimous congressional 
support for tlie measure. Congress did 
not have time to overturn the veto. 

Serratore hopes Congress will pjiss 
Ihe bill. 

“I hope so," he said. “It’s surely 
needed to help the communities 
defray costs.”

Hope in a place of reflection

' One afternoon a month since 
school started, I have driven my 
daughter and three other children to 
a church in a small town not far from 
here, and waited outside in the little 
graveyard behind it while they sang 
classical music together inside. 

The church was organized in the 
1740s. It's a grand old lady of a struc¬ 
ture, tall and fine-boned with a high 
white steeple. Those whose remains 
find rest behind it came there as long 
ago as the Stamp Act and as recently 
as last year. 

Because my turn to drive to this 
place comes just once a month, per¬ 
haps too because the hour I spend 
here is the last hour of the afternoon 
and in some ways the most beautiful, 
1 have watched with a heightened 
awareness as this small patch of land 
turned slowly, with measured step, 
away from the time of warmth, and 
into the season of chill. 

I came in September, on an apple- 
scented day when bees bumbled, tip¬ 


sy with nectar, and saucy young vines 
signed aiitographs on the chalky 
headstones. Inside, the children prac¬ 
ticed scales. 

I saw the grave of a man whose 
daughter died at four ; who died him¬ 
self, though still in his 30s just two 
years later; whose wife lived on to the 
sage pinnacle of 71. 

I came again in October. Maple 
leaves lapped like waves against the 
markers. It rained hard. 

I came in November and saw the 
spare trim plots swept clean of leaves 
now, the world swept clean by a high 
thin wind. The grass glowed greener 
then and the moss on the tombs glow¬ 
ed greenest of all. 

Latin and sometimes German 
phrases escaped like tendrils of 
smoke from the church’s clear pan- 
ed windows. Young fluty voices lifted 
the old words high. 

December brought low skies and 
an early darkness, a deep inky blue 
which brimmed like liquid over the 


horizon’s lip. When I walked among 
the stones, the frozen earth rang like 
a bell beneath my boots. Most of the 
babies’ gravestones were tiny. They 
held only dates: June 10-July 2,1862. 
Inside, the talk was of light and an¬ 
gels. Alleluia, the children sang, Deo 
Gratias. 

Last month when I came to the 
small church, I found the churchyard 
muffled in white. The babies’ graves 
were gone, the low fences separating 
them gone, in some cases alt but the 
curved tops of the markers gone now, 
buried in dunes and drifts of snow. 

My eye was carried instead up¬ 
ward where a sky like a Tiffany win¬ 
dow glowed in shades of rose and cor¬ 
al beneath a fretwork of branches. 

Last week 1 came once again to 
this place of peace and reflection. The 
children sang Vivaldi with pure high 
voices that soared easily up to the 
high notes. It was cold. 

But there was a different quality 
to the light that day. It looked fuller¬ 


bodied. it held a suggestion, faint but 
undeniable, of color. The color was 
gold. 

Snow past my knees now bandag¬ 
ed the land. The wind lifted it in veils 
and flung it skyward. I could not walk 
among the crooked avenues to look at 
the stones. 

But one marker at the front corner 
of the churchyard caught my eye. It 
was one I hadn’t seen before until 
then, a kind of granite post, not a 
headstone, precisely, though it did 
memorialize a particular life. 

“Thou shalt shine forth,” it read, 
from the Book of Job. “Thou shalt be 
as the morning. Thou shalt be secure. 
Because there is hope.” 

I felt hope as I read this last week. 

If 1 never reach the Heaven fore¬ 
told on these gravestones; if walking 
where others have walked in this 
place and hearing music of such an¬ 
cient beauty in the throats of children 
is as close as I come to Paradise, it 
will have been close enough, I think.

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Filtration not 
fences will 
improve water 

TO THE EDITOR; 

I for one, was disappointed to read 
in your February 12 issue of Select¬ 
man Sopper’s continuing demands for 
a chain link fence to close off access 
to the area around the North, Middle 
and South Reserviors. His proposal 
flies in the face of common sense and 
nearly a century of cooperation bet¬ 
ween the interests of water storage 
and passive recreation, both of which 
were considered important factors in 
the establishment of the Middlesex 
Fells Reservation early in this 
century. 

As a small boy growing up in Win¬ 
chester over thirty years ago, my life 
was enriched by frequent walks 
through the Fells with my father. The 
Girl Scouts of America maintained a 
cabin there and used the Fells ex- 
tensviely for many years. Even soap¬ 
box derbys were run in the Fells 
through the 1930’s. Does Mr. Sopper 
not understand and appreciate the 
virtually unique opportunity for 
passive recreation afforded Win¬ 
chester residents by the town’s prox¬ 
imity to the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation? 

Mr. Sopper states that seven or 
eight well-travelled access points' 
should be fenced off to prevent con¬ 
tamination of the water supply. Con¬ 
tamination by what? A family out for 
a nature walk? The cross country 
skier to whom the Fells presents a 
marvelous outlet for his or her sport? 
Certainly Mr. Sopper cannot mean 
the handfull of rowdys who will occa¬ 
sionally drink a beer by the reserviors 
or go for a midnight swim, for much 
as we all decry them and their 
thoughtless attitude, those kids are 
the one group which will find a way 
around Mr. Sopper’s fence - or cut a 
hole in it. For their intention is to 
break the law anyway. 


My family drinks Fells water 
every day. We have installed a filtra¬ 
tion system in our house however 
because particulates in the water give 
it a light brown tint and affect the 
taste adversely. I would suggest that 
the money re<|uested and the personal 
efforts of those concerned about 
water quality in Winchester, would be 
lietter applied to better filtration and 
treatment. 

Mr. Sopper's chain-link fence, if 
ever constructed, would be ineffective 
at keeping out the kind of trespasser 
he targets. Morevover, it would be an 
eyesore despoiling the beauty of the 
Fells, and affront to the vast majori¬ 
ty of citizens who use the Middlesex 
Fells Reservation with respect.

Fences would 
limit access 
to recreation 

TO THE EDITOR; 

I read with concern about the pro¬ 
posal by Selectman Sopper to erect 
several thousand feet of chain link 
fence in the Fells to keep the public 
away fromthe reserviors. I hope that 
the Board of Selectmen will not ap¬ 
prove this plan, or, if they do, that the 
Town Meeting will defeat this 
proposal. 

I believe that the water supply in 
Winchester is very important, and we 
should be concerned about its purity. 
However, I think that the chain link 
fence proposal is the wrong solution. 

The Middlesex Fells is a magnifi¬ 
cent piece of real estate, and offers 
marvelous recreational opportunities 
to may people. Walkers, joggers and 
crosscountry skiers dcight in the 
beauty and serenity of the preserve. 
The best crosscountry ski trails, for 
those of us who are too old to be able 
to handle the narrow forest paths, are 


the wide roads that circle the reser¬ 
voirs, and the dam at the pumphouse 
on the South Reservoir. 

Fencing these areas off will reduce 
the recreational value of the Fells, 
and not increase the serurity of the 
water supply. Crosscountry skiers are 
not a hazard to our water purity — we 
bring nothing into the wc^s but our 
go(xi spirits, and leave nothing behind 
but tracks in the snow. Don’t keep us 
out— we are not a threat. There may 
be some people who might do bad 
things to the water, but they are a risk 
with or without this fencing. 

I hope that the Star will take a 
stand in its editorial columns against 
the proposal to fence off large por¬ 
tions of the Fells in this misdirected 
attempt to preserve water quality, 
and I hope that others who enjoy the 
Fells as much as I do will make their 
voices heard.

Marston Stevens 
Balch 

Marston Stevens Haleh. 8.5. of 
Needham, fonnerly of Winchester 
and Medford, senior prolessor emer¬ 
itus of the Faculty of .Arts and Sci¬ 
ences, Tufts University, died Friday 
at his North Hill residence. He was 
husband of the late Holx-rta F. (New¬ 
ton) Balch and Germaine (Cornier) 
Balch. 

Dr. Balch was horn in Detroit, 
Michigan, and studied at Kalamazoo 
College, where he received his A B. 
degree in English with highest honors 
in 1923, and honorary degree (Doctor 
of Humane Letters) in 19('i(); and at 
Harvard University an A.M. degree 
in 1925 and a Hh 1). degree in 1931, in 
English, with a special concentration 
in dramatic lilerature and theater 
history. 

Marston Balch began liis teaching 
career as an instructor at Williams 
College from l925-2fi. where he also 
directed plays. After similar appoint¬ 
ments at the Browne and Nichols 
School, The New England Conserva¬ 
tory of Music, Harvard University, 
and Philips Exeter Academy, he join¬ 
ed Tufts in 193-1 as assistant professor 
of English. In the following year he 
also became director of drama and 
the executive director ol the Tufts 
University Theater and Advisor to 
Pen, Paint, and Prezels (one of Am¬ 
erica’s oldest dramatic societies). 

Before his departure for World 
War II service in North Africa and 
France as Chief of the French Press 
and Radio Analysis Section of the Uni¬ 
ted States Information .Service, and 
subsequently, as Chief of the Cultural 
Relations Section under the Depart¬ 
ment of State in 19-10, he persuaded 
Tufts to take up leadership in theater 
arts by establishing the first Depart¬ 
ment of Drama and Spcbch in Now 
England. He served as its Chairman

Professor of Drama and Fletcher 
Professor of Oratory. 

He created and taught a drama 
program olfering degrees through 
Ph.D.. which engaged hundreds of 
students each semester in its ac¬ 
tivities and thousands in its 
audiences. 

Between 1935 and 1966, Marston 
Balch, or "Doc," as he was affec¬ 
tionately known to Tufts people, di¬ 
rected and produced almost 100 plays, 
many of which he translated himself, 
and even more of which represented 
first prcxluctions in the Unitcxl States. 
He earned for the Tufts University 
Theater a reputation for quality, in¬ 
tegrity. expt'rimentation and variety. 
Plans for construction at Tufts of a 
new theater named in his honor are 
presently underway. 

As one of the nation’s leading ex¬ 
ponents of educational university the¬ 
ater. Marston Batch’s voluminous 
credentials included dozens of scho¬ 
larly articles and hooks, extensive 
professional service to the National 
Theater Conference, ANTA, the Na¬ 
tional Council for the Arts in Educa¬ 
tion the New England Theater Confer¬ 
ence, the American Theater Associa¬ 
tion, The French Center in New Eng¬ 
land, The French Library in Boston, 
and tlie Massachusetts Council for the 
Arts. He was thrice decorated by the 
French Government, including a 


Croix de Chevalier de la Legion 
d’llonneur, in appreciation of his ex¬ 
traordinary services to French Cul¬ 
ture and literature; acclaimed by the 
New England Theater Conference as 
"an inspiring and creative teacher of 
the arts and crafts of the theater, an 
outstanding translator and director, 
a pioneer in arena staging;" and sin¬ 
gled out in li)66 for the Margo Jones 
University award, in recognition of 
his encouraging of new plays and 
playwrights. 

Dr. Balch is survived by his 
daughter, Gabrielle Su7.anne Mazza of 
Lexington; three stepdaughters, Ro- 
lierta Page Wurts of Osprey. Florida, 
Sally Hoagland of Wellesley, and Joan 
Inches of Wellesley Hills; two grand¬ 
children, twelve step-grandchildren, 
and seven step-great-grandchildren. 

A funeral Mass was said at 10:30 
a.m. Wednesday, Feb. 18, at the 
Church of the Advent, Boston, where 
Marston Balch had been a faithful 
and devoted parishioner and past 
member of the Parish Corporation.

son can be successful without the 
cooperation of other members of the 
board. 

“Everybody (on the board) should 
have the same base of information. 
One selectman really does not 
amount to much as far as policy. You 
need three to accomplish anything,” 
says Welch. 


“We all talk to each other and we 
have a good working relationship; The 
board as a whole is very supportive 
of the town manager,” says Muggia. 

Even with cooperation and hard 
work the job has its frustrations, 
members say. 


Chairman Wade M. Welch 
estimates that the time a selectman 
must put into the job is about tri¬ 
ple what is seen at the Monday 
night meetings. 


“Even though you would like to 
see something done, sometimes 
things do not move as fast as you 
would like,” says Deering. 

"I'd like to see more interaction 
between the board of selectmen and 
the schools in terms of civics,” says

exists. 

A common attitude, says Muggia, 
is that “as long as the street lights are 
on and the streets are plowed and you 
see a police cruiser — then everything 
must be all right.”

Many househunters must sell another property betore settling on a 
new one.

A contingent offer can work out well for 
the buyer and seller, but unless it is written very carefully, it can be risky. 
Before you accept, weigh the pros and cons with your real estate profes¬ 
sional.

Review 

The arrival of a thoroughly 
delightful new musical, Nite Club 
Confidential, at the Hub’s Next 
Move Theatre for a limited engage¬ 
ment, is not the sort of news you 
keep under your fedora! 

The musical is up-terripo, com¬ 
ic, and moves like wild-fire as it 
hilariously parodies the chic night 
club scene and the movies of the 
1950's—the Eisenhower Era. The 
action takes you backstage in the 
dog-eat-dog show biz world as it 
follows the lives and careers of five 
performers "of lounges and lies" 
where "onstage there's a high cover 
charge. Off-stage there's no 
minimum." 

The plot uproariously unfolds in 
direct Sam Spade-style as it follows 
the tempestuous love affiar of a 
slick, opportunistic male ba k-up 
singer and an older female 
headliner who trades a shot in the 
arm to his career in exchange for 
complete possession of body and 
soul. 

A most talented newcomer, 
Dennis Deal, wrote, staged (expert¬ 
ly) and directed the show and also 
collaborated with co-conceptionist 
Albert Evans to produce the new 
tunes. 

Evans' musical arrangements 
are terrific. Kudos are due Jamie 
Rocco, who also assisted in concep¬ 
tion of the show, which features 22 
tunes, both originals and hit stan¬ 
dards including Something’s Gotta 
Give, That Old Black Magic and 
Goody, Goody, that carry the 
plotline forward. 

The show features five most at¬ 
tractive and talented triple-threat 
performers—Laura Kenyon, Scott 
Bakula, Krista Neumann, Jerry 
Christakos and Steve Gideon—who 
sing and dance and move like in¬ 
jected with steroids. The blending 
of their voices in harmony is 
beautiful and all acquit themselves 
admirably in the solo department, 
especially Miss Kenyon, who can 
really belt out a song. Obviously 
well-rehearsed, the ensemble 
moves in unison as one. 

Lindsay W. Davis has con¬ 
tributed mightily with a stunning 
sea-blue set (not an easy task at the 
Next Move) and goreous costumes! 
He has most effectively transform¬ 
ed the stage into three playing areas 
with c kidney-shaped flight of stairs 
runn.ng the breadth of the stage 


and a backdrop of oversized 
cocktail stirrers which captures the 
sleek ambiance perfectly. And his 
louvered pull-up blind allows for 
wild comedy and outrageous 
dramatic freeezes. it’s smart and 
sophisticated. 

The combo, conducted by Phil 
Reno on piano, Ed Friedland on 
bass, and Gerald A. Scholl on 
drums, gives the performers 
yeoman backup support and they 
are little short of sensational. 

The scene is a Sutton Place 
nightclub where the vocal quartet. 
The High Hopes, are performing, 
and moves to their next gig at Cafe 
High Society where Kay Goodman 
(Laura Kenyon) is headlining. Kay's 
been "kicking around" for some 
time, imediately digs the suave 
Buck Holden (Scott Bakula), one of 
the group, and gives him a featured 
spot in her act. When Kay goes to 
Hollywood on a three-picture deal 
she takes Buck along. But Buck 
tires of Kay and returns to New York 
and The High Hopes. 

Buck and the other two men, 
Sal (Jerry Christakos) and Mitch 
Dupre (Steve Gideon) decide to 
drop "the homey girl" Dorothy 
Flynn (Krista Neumann) from the 
troupe and the all-male trio become 
an overnight success. 

Some time later, at a radio 
studio, they bump into Dorothy, 
now transformed into a ravishing 
beauty, and Buck flips. Meanwhile, 
Kay's first two films have bombed, 
but the third is a musical. The 
Mamie Eisenhower Story, and she 
offers Buck a juicy role he can't 
refuse. 

Dorothy makes it big as a 
single, offers The High Hopes a 
great contract, and they return to 
New York.

Artists’ ‘hour’ has force 


Expression, communication, re¬ 
sponse to the world and cognitive 
sorting through toward discovery 
and understanding are at the root 
of much visual art. The shape taken 
by the work depends to a great ex¬ 
tent on the subject matter an artist 
chooses or is compelled to pursue. 

For those who have heard the 
cry of suffering and have felt the 
pain of man's inhumanity to man, 
the meaning of their work comes 
through the honesty of facing and 
telling what must be told; the sad 
and frightening, often barbaric 
truths. Such work is seldom pretty 
and frequently difficult to face. 

The Newton Arts Center, 61 
Washington Park, exhibits 14 artists 
whose combined 33 works take on 
various aspects of political oppres¬ 
sion. The exhibition has a force that 
comes from visual statements 
grounded in conviction and social 
consciousness and especially in 
feeling. 

Entitled Hour of the Furnaces: 
The Artist's Response to Political 
Oppression, the exhibition was cu¬ 
rated by Ron Rizzi and includes a 
variety of media, size and style. 

All works are wall-mounted. 
Emphasis is always on content, and 
content is always world-directed. 
Form changes with the individual 
artists and their statements. 

Ellen Kozak's two oil paintings 
hit hard in their physicality. In each, 
a pink and paint-wrapped torso 
emerges from a black ground. The 
frontality of view prevents one from 
seeing if there are legs behind the 
knees which support the upright 
body weight. The edge of the can¬ 
vas cuts off the head — if there is 
one — and the cold, dark ground 
presses in to obliterate arms — if 
there are any. Psychological and 
physical constrictions are felt 
through the imagery. 

References to more specific po¬ 
litical events are made by Kim Ber¬ 


man, whose fold-out books stretch 
horizontally a drypoint narrative of 
South African terrors. Born in Jo¬ 
hannesburg, Berman says, "As a 
South African, and as an artist, I 
cannot separate art from life. 

"In South Africa one is over¬ 
whelmingly surrounded by the im¬ 
moral. social and politcal injustices 
of apartheid, and by the degrada¬ 
tion of a people not permitted to ex¬ 
press their pain or outrage. I feel a 
political responsibility to try to 
communicate, through art, my ex¬ 
perience ... in a way that might in¬ 
voke some thought or awareness of 
a torn country and a people in 
agony." 

Sarah Sutro's fragile watercol- 
ors from her Act Against Nuclear 
Series incorporate the artist's hand¬ 
written words that are, in their 
evocation of memories and associa¬ 
tions, a plea against destruction. 

Fragile, too, is Jean Goldman's 
raku fired clay mask-like relief en¬ 
titled Survivor. The black cracks of 
kiln-firing break across the ashen, 
placid face like scars under their 
shiny glaze. A single, simple flower 
nudges against Survivor's charred 
black hair. 

Contrastingly aggressive are the 
searing works of Randolfo Rocha 
and the paintings of Harel Kedem 
and Arnold Trachtman, combining 
fragmented images to make a bold 
cry against desensitization to past 
and present acts of mind-numbing. 

■The olives from Anna Poor's 
painted wood constructions shoot 
out their martini glass like missiles 
and arc over a lottery ticket, tele¬ 
phone receiver and pile of money, 
into grey clouds overhead. 

Red blood-like stains splash 
across the brittle black and white 
images and words of Tom Lewis' in¬ 
taglio prints. Pinks and oranges 
glow hot in Francis Olschafskie's 
eerily, achingly soft and lush 
photographs of Vietnam's unwitting 


victims. 

The exhibition's title is taken 
from author and critic John Berger, 
who writes in Sense of Sight, "To 
break the silence of events, to 
speak of experience however bitter 
or lacerating, to put into words, is 
to discover the hope that these 
words may be heard and that when 
heard, the events will be judged. 

. . .The hour of the furnaces is also 
the hour of poetry."

Charlestown construction could hurt 


Winchester residents

Nothing seems to make downtown 
parking any better — but a construc¬ 
tion project in Charlestown could 
make it worse. 

Selectman Robert F. Deering says 
it might happen. 

Repair projects Routes on 93 and 
1 in Charlestown could prompt more 
commuters from area towns to take 
the train, thereby increasing the 
parking problems in Winchester, 
Deering said. Residents of Woburn, 
Lexington, Arlington and other towns 
park in Winchester and take the train 


to worK, Deering says, and their 
numbers could increase as public 
transportation becomes more 
attractive. 

He suggested the town consider is¬ 
suing stickers for parking downtown 
as a means of alleviating the problem.

Police arrest five 
on heroin charges

Winchester police may not have to 
push their way into an apartment 
very often, but when they put their 
shoulders to the door of an apartment 
in the Parkview Condominiums last 
week, they meant business. 

The raid netted five arrests and 
police said they seized what they 
believed to be more than an ounce of 
pure heroin. 

Arresting officers said they could 
feel the adrenalin pumping, the ex¬ 
citement of being on the edge of 
something big, and the fear someone 
might get hurt. 

Detective Daniel McGee led the 


raid, using the resident manager to 
get the suspects to open the door. 

Although he had planned to use a 
ruse to gain entry, he says when the 
door was opened, he just shoved his 
way in and took hold of one of the four 
suspects. 

The fifth arrest wasn’t quite as 
dramatic. The suspect was a literal 
sitting duck as he attended the four’s 
arraignment at Woburn District 
Court with the intention of putting up 
bail, police said.

Winchester high students are lear¬ 
ning firsthand there's more to bank¬ 
ing than using an automatic teller 
machine. 

For an hour each day, four juniors 
and seniors step out of student roles 
to become professional bank tellers — 
without ever leaving school grounds. 

With the support of the Winchester 
Savings Rank, the students are 
responsible for staffing a new branch 
bank at the school. 

Called the “Sachem Savings 
Branch,” the bank is a full-service 
center. Faculty, students and staff 
with accounts can make deposits and 
cash checks from 11 a.m. to noon each 
school day. 

The Winchester high branch has 
the same equipment as any other 
branch bank, said marketing coor¬ 
dinator Barbara Rogers. 

Students were trained at the main 
branch for three weeks before the 
opening. They used the same 
machines set up at the school and 
were paid for their work. 

Although their work at the Sachem 
branch is on a volunteer basis, at least 
on opening day, the students said the 
time spent is well worth the effort. 

Wearing orange “Winchester Sav¬ 
ings Bank” t-shirts in honor of open¬ 
ing day, two tellers and two assistants 
were on duty in room A104 of the 
school. 

Junior Laurie Clements will put in 
two hours a week during her free fifth 
period to assist customers with their 
banking business. She intends to pur¬ 
sue a career in business management 
in the future. 

“1 took an experimental accoun¬ 
ting course to see if I’d pursue 
business,” said teller Charlotte 
Reece, a senior. “This is giving me a 
lot of training.” 

Although Reece and the other 
students said they were nervous, the 
customers were pleased. 

F'irst customer Phil Day, a 
Spanish teacher, opened a savings ac¬ 
count. Day said the bankers were 
very helpful. 

“It's a good service,” he said. “I 
think I’ll do all my banking here.” 

And senior Elizabeth Papas had 
high praise for the branch after mak¬ 
ing a transaction. 

“It makes it very easy. I don’t 
have to leave school to cash checks,” 
she said. “It’s a fabulous idea. I think 
it will be very successful.”

Maurer plans $31M budget 

Tax rate up 6.7 percent, services same 


The budget, totaling $31,175,742 
is the second Maurer has prepared 
as Winchester’s town manager.

Preparing a $31.17 million budget 
for the coming fiscal year was a 
“challenge” says town manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer. 

“Overall it meets the needs of the 
town. There are some departments 
that would have liked to have receiv¬ 
ed more money but I think it enables 
us to adequately maintain the town. 
As long as we can maintain what we 
have, we’ll be all set,” says Maurer. 

The budget, totaling $31,175,742 is 
the second Maurer has prepared as 
Winchester’s town manager. It 
reflects a 5.8 percent increase over 
last year’s budget. That increase, 
however, does not represent an in¬ 
crease in services or projects in town, 
says Maurer 


“I don’t see it as buying us 5.8 per¬ 
cent more service. I don’t see it as 
buying us any more service. It main¬ 
tains the status quo,” says Maurer. 

Much of the increase is due to 
unexpected increases in the cost of 
trash collection, pensions, employee 
insurance, special education and 
school transportation, Maurer says. 


Cost increases such as these do not 
provide the town with more tl'an it 
bought last year. 

“These are not what I would con¬ 
sider productive increases. They do 
not buy us any more service,” he 
says. 

The projected expenditures which 
make up the budget are broken down 


as follows: General government 
($1,219,860), Undistributed 
($4,941,710), culture/recreation 
($819,260), health/social services 
($247,595), public safety ($3,607,283), 
community services ($5,362,653), 
education ($12,147,865), capital 
($885,200), wage adjustments 
($900,000), and charges and 
assessments ($1,044,316). 

Revenue for the coming fiscal 
year is projected at $31,215,375, says 
Maurer, with $22,027,525 coming from 
property taxes. 

’i'he tax rate will jump to $14.06, a 
6.7 percent increase over last year’s 
rate of $13.18. This represents the 
maximum increase allowable for this

Town hires lawyer 
to assess death suit 


By STEPHEN K. HOWE 

The town will hire a Boston at¬ 
torney to determine if additional legal 
assistance is needed in a case being 
brought against the town in U.S. 
District Court. 

Selectmen voted Monday night to 
retain Phillip Cronin to assess the 
town’s position in the suit being filed 
the parents of Vincent Marquardo. 

Marquardo was arrested by Win¬ 
chester police Jan. 31, 1983, and 
charged with operating under the in¬ 
fluence of alcohol and a stop light 
violation. While in the Winchester cell 
Marquardo choked on his own vomit 
and died. 

Marquardo’s parents are suing the 
board of selectmen serving at the 
time of the incident, the chief of 
police, the two arresting officers and 
the officer on duty at the desk at the 
time. 

Selectman Mark Lombardi is the 
only member on the present board of 
selectmen who was on the board at 
the time of the incident. 

Lombardi said he and other 
members of the board are being sued 
for $5 million individually, and 
separate suits are filed against the 
police officers and the town as a 
whole. The total amount of the suits 
could be as high as $57 million, Lom¬ 
bardi said. 

The suit is charging that Marquar¬ 
do’s civil rights were violated. There 
is no limit to the amount of money 
that can be rewarded in a civil rights 


cases, as there would be in a 
negligence case, chairman of select¬ 
men Wade M. Welch said Monday. 

Lombardi said the board is being 
sued because the plaintiffs charge 
that selectmen set and enforce policy 
for the police and arc therefore 
responsible for their actions. Lombar¬ 
di contends that this is not the case, 
however. 

“We don't have any direct imput 
into what the police department 
does,” he said. 

The decision to retain Lronin was 
made by the board of selectmen bas¬ 
ed on previous execiili\ e se-ssinns, but 
was announced when the board 
returned to open session in Monday 
night’s meeting. 

“He is going to review the infor¬ 
mation and make a recommendation. 
This would probably Ix' done in ex¬ 
ecutive session as it would relate to 
the town’s strategy on the case,” town 
manager W. Chadwick Maurer said. 

“We have had several executive 
sessions on this. It was initiated by the 
selectmen and Mr. Randall (town 
counsel Douglas Randall) concur¬ 
red,” Maurer said 

Maurer said he did not know when 
Cronin would make his recommenda¬ 
tions to the selectmen.

Along with high school art teacher 
John Walker and junior high teacher 
Mary Ott. the team emphasizes “left- 
brain” techniques, such as drawing 
without looking down at the paper, to 
get a student to draw more 
imaginatively. 

Although Winchester consistently 
performs well in the annual competi¬ 
tion, Walker says he does not 
motivate his students to produce 
material just for judging. 

"It’s on an individual basis, and 
comes out of the classroom work,” 
Walker says, and the classroom pro¬ 
jects contribute to the creative at¬ 
mosphere. “There’s the freedom 
within the structure to express your 
own ideas.”

Arts groups 
receive $2,500 
in grants 

Five grants totalling $2,500 will be 
distributed to artists and cultural 
organizations in Winchester through 
the Massachusetts Arts Lottery pro¬ 
ject, the Winchester Arts Lottery 
Council announced recently. The 
following applications approved by 
the Winchester Arts Lottery Council 
have been certified by the Massa¬ 
chusetts Arts Lottery Council. 

Jane Norberg of Winchester was 
awarded a grant for the Jenks Senior 
Citizen Center Arts and Crafts 
classes. Jane teaches arts and crafts 
to senior citizens at the Jenks Center. 
This funding helps keep seniors’ cost 
low and allows Norberg to incor¬ 
porate a wide variety of projects in 
her classes. 

The Enrichment Committee of the 
Winchester Community Schools 
Association received a grant to piar- 
tially underwrite performances of the 
New English Song and Dance Com- 
panie at Winchester’s Elementary 
schools last year. The New English 
Song and Dance Companie performs 
songs, dances, games and stories of 
17th century New England. Teachers 
in the schools are provided with ex¬ 
tensive material used in preparation 
and follow-up of the performances, 
this material compliments the social 
studies curriculum at several grades 
throughout the school system. While 
being entertained, the children learn¬ 
ed about the people and ways of ear¬ 
ly New England. 

The Winchester community Music 
School for the development of a music 
library. This library consists of 
musical scores used to supplement 
and enrich individual lessons and 
ensembles. The school is in its sixth 
year, serving more than 230 students 
in private lessons, theory and 
eurythmics classes, small 
ensembles, and a jazz workshop. Un¬ 
til recently, the music school, then 
known as the Winchester Music Pro¬ 
gram was part of the Belmont Music 
School, and had access to their music 
library. Newly independent, the 
school has facilities at .McCall Jr. 
High School. 

The Winchester Recreation 
Department received a grant to cover 
printing costs for the publication The 
Arts In Winchester: A Directory of 
Organizations and Resources’. This 
directory is an updated edition, 
originally published in 1984. Ihe 
booklet lists public arts associations 
and resources in Winchester, in¬ 
cluding brief descriptions of each 
organization and contacts for more in¬ 
formation. The directory will be 
available at the libran.’ and at the 
recreation department. 
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The Winchester Art Association 
received a grant for the publishing of 
an activities brochure. The WAA is an 
educational organization providing 
cultural experiences for Winchester. 
It provides a showcase for visual art, 
encouraging all area artists to par¬ 
ticipate. The gallery is open to the 
public five days a week and offers 
free admission at all times. More than 
1500 visitors have signed their guest 
book. Located in the downtown area, 
the Winchester Art Association 
Galler>' allows the public a convenient 
access to local art. 

The next funding cycle will be 
spring. The deadline for submitting 
grant applications is April 3. Applica¬ 
tions are available at the town 
manager's office. 

All qualifying individuals and 
organizations are encouraged to app¬ 
ly for assistance in funding their arts 
projects. More than $3,000 will be 
available in the spring for the arts in 
Winchester.

As a result, we simply are headed toward service and program reductions unless we find 
some creative alternatives to generate new revenue for the town. V\'hal this all means is 
that if we are to maintain the character and richness that Winchester otters, we must devote 
all our energies to making the business of government more elficienl while seeking ways 
to broaden our tax base. It also means we will need to establish priorities so that what 
we must spend is spent wisely. 

In making a decision to run for selectman, I tried to match my background and abilities 
to the challenges of that office. My work is at Harvard Medical School where 1 direct four 
ol the financial affairs functions that are responsible for revenues ol ov'er S65 million a 
year. Before that I was a personnel manager at Massachusetts General Hospital and labor 
relations manager with the public transit authority in Pittsburgh. Pennsylvania. Those ex¬ 
periences have prepared me particularly well for the financial and personnel challenges 
that lie ahead. 

But perhaps more important is my devotion to working with tellow townspeople to 
find solutions tor our problems. A year ago I chaired the Town Meeting Special Insurance 
Committee that tried to find ways of reducing the cost ol health insurance and workers' 
compensation. Presently I chair the Personnel Board which is working very hard to im¬ 
prove policies and working conditions lor town employees in a cost ellective manner. 
Following last Spring Town Meeting, Moderator John Sullivan appointed me to the Special 
Study Committee on Low and Moderate Income Housing, a diverse and energetic group 
that 1 think was instrumental in helping resolve our short-term affordable housing dilem¬ 
ma. The future will offer more of those challenges, and I welcome the opportunity to con¬ 
tinue serving Winchester as we work on them together. 

The next tew years are sure to ofter many opporluniles to find creative alternatives 
that meet our needs. Revitalizing our buildings and recreational areas, disposing of the 
Woburn l.oop in a rational and cost-elfective way, providing for clean and abundant water 
resources, preserving the town's open space, dealing promptly and responsibly to identity 
and (lean up any toxic waste sites,and working with developers to preserve the town's 
character while improving the tax base are just a few that ctjme immediately to mind, 

I welcome these challenges. But at the same time I know selectmen cannot possibly 
come up with answers to all of them. They must rely on the skills, energy and creativity 
ot the I own Manager, other town employees and the many boareJs and committees that 
ccjntribule to make Winchester unique. Fostering a spirit of thoughtful cooperation and 
encouraging contribution from all parts ot our population is perhaps a selectman's most 
important job. 

Katf\drine, my wile of nearly 22 years has encouraged me to run. So have my son T im, 
age 19 and daughter, jennifer, age 16, both of whom attended Winchester schools. Kate's 
grandmerther has lived here since 1915, and her mother graduated from Winchester I iigh 
School. We have always felt strong ties to the community and since moving here nearly 
nine years ago have tried to contribute to school, government and charitable programs. 

Hcrue my reasons lor seeking election as your selectman. I want to help work on our 
piohlems and c hallenges when the ex[)eriences I have gained in my work and with the town 
I an be ol so muth benefit. It would be a privilege to serve. 1 hope you undersl.iiul my 
reasons lor running, and that you will vote lor me on Tuesday, March 31st.

Housing authority meets 
developer on family units

During January the Winchester 
Housing Authority received and for¬ 
warded to the state Executive Office 
of the Commiinity Development 
(EOCD) applications from 14 ar- 
chitectual firms for building five units 
of subsidized family housing (the 
state 705 program) on the three sites 
now owned by the authority,,next to 
the Palmer St. Elderly housing, at 
Mullen Park, and at the Ambrose 
School. At the Feb. 19, state designer 
selection meeting, with careful con¬ 
sideration of Winchester needs, this 
list was narrowed to 3 and the firm of 
Cole and Goyette, 540 Franklin St., 
Cambridge, was selected to meet with 
the Winchester Housing Authority. 


Harold Goyette presented slides of 
the firm’s work in renovation and 
building in Concord, Lincoln, 
Marblehead, Millbury, and Weston. 
In the discussion he answered the 
questions and concerns of authority 
members and expressed his firm’s in¬ 
terest and understanding of the 
special requirements of the Win¬ 
chester sites. The authority then 
voted to retain the services of Cole 
and Goyette for designing and 
building the five family housing units. 

A detailed budget package for the 
Federal (HUD) Section 8 voucher 
program (subsidized rentals) was 
authorized by the Housing Authority. 

The budget amount of $206,999 per 
year for 5 years will allow for the fun¬ 
ding of 25 vouchers. When approval 
from HUD is received, the vouchers 
will be issued to qualified applicants 
who may use them wherever they 
locate suitable rental housing. The 
housing authority payment is based 
on the fair market rental rate and if 
rents are higher in that area a tenant 
may agree to pay the difference.

Staycare program 
offers alternative 
for sick children 

Working (wrents in this area have 
discovered an alternative to missing 
work because their children are sick 
or cannot attend school or daycare. 
Winchester Hospital’s StayCare pro¬ 
gram has been busy this Winter. 

StavCare is a sick child day care 
infirmary program for milclly ill 
children aged 6 months to 14 years 
who meet certain non-contagion re¬ 
quirements (no rash, no known com¬ 
municable disease). The program, 
operated around the clock Monday 
through Friday, accomodates piircnts 
who work days as well as evenings. 

Pre-registration and orientation 
are required for the program. When 
the registration is returned with a $10 
registration fee, parents and children 
attend an orientation session and tour 
the hospital’s pediatric unit, while 
there, they sign a medication and ser¬ 
vice release (giving permission for 
emergency treatment should it be 
necessary) and validate a current im¬ 
munization record for each child. The 
forms are kept on file at the hospital, 
so the family is relieved of the con¬ 
cern about medication and other 
details when their child is ill. 

Once the registration and tour are 
complete, a family may bring their 
mildly ill child to StayCare for periods 
up to 10 hours. Fees are $3.50 per child 
per hour. Parents are asked to call at 
least one hour before arriving to 
reserve a bed for their ill child. 
Children in StayCare are made to feel 
at home, watched closely, given 
nourishment, and may use ap¬ 
propriate toys and games in the unit.

Sex roles are changing

For years when my husband made 
his sunrise sprint from our bed to the 
front porch and back to get the paper, 
I’d make it while he was gone. He’d 
leave it a warm tangled nest of 
dreams, and come back, less than a 
minute later, to find it stretched taut 
as a snare-drum. 

Why would I do such a thing to a 
man scarcely awake and suffering, 
now, with chilly piggy-toes? 

Making the bed had become my 
job, and since it was my job, I wanted 
to do it then, while I was swirling 
through that part of the house in the 
early morning rush, a walking loose- 
jointed pagoda of household objects 
groping her way up the stairs. 

The tendency of the other four hu¬ 
mans who live here would be to fall 
back before such an engine of ac¬ 
complishment, and let it roar on 
through. It didn’t occur to them to 
give me a hand. 

“Why don’t you come help me with 
all this?” I once asked my husband 
as, for the third time that weekend. 


I gathered up the Berts and the Er¬ 
nies and all their little purple-faced 
friends from every corner of the liv¬ 
ing room. 

“Because I thought you liked do¬ 
ing it,” he answered. 

Could this be possible, I wonder¬ 
ed? Had I been the only one toiling 
like a workhorse simply because I 
was so quick and seemingly eager to 
toil? 

An idea began to form in my 
mind; what if I let a little mess 
develop — not enough to have to wade 
through, but a little one. Just to raise 
consciousness, you might say. 

I tried it. I let the bed sit, one 
Saturday, looking as rumpled and dis¬ 
reputable as an old drunk. Sure 
enough, somewhere around two, my 
husband passed through and made it. 

It wasn’t perfect — which is to say 
it wasn’t made the way I would make 
it, but that was the whole point; the 
job was done, and I hadn’t done it. 

These are tricky years for all of us 
in today’s society. Sex roles have 
blurred, and job descriptions have 


Degun to overlap. 

It used to be that the man’s do¬ 
main was wage-earning, financial 
stability and toaster repair. The 
woman’s was housekeeping, child 
care, and thank-you notes. 

In this world, folks all knew what 
was expected of them. Men came 
home, handed over the paycheck and 
got busy snoozing behind the paper or 
lounging in front of the tube. 

The school nurse never called 
them at work to say that their child 
was harboring a small civilization of 
legged creatures. Legged creatures, 
brawls, throw-up emergencies — 
these were always the moms’ jobs. 

Now, of course it’s all different. 
Many women work outside the home. 
Many men drive carpools and cook. 
Traditional sex roles have broken 
down and there are no clearly defin¬ 
ed gender-determined realms of ex¬ 
pectation.

Task force 
members explain 
their work 

TO THE EDITOR: 

We are grateful for your invitation 
to address concerns expressed by 
several members of the community 
about the Task Force on Cultural, 
Racial, and Ethnic Awareness. We 
were charged by the Winchester 
School Committee to explore how the 
schools might better develop “mutual 
respect and a sense of community 
among people of different cultural, 
racial, and ethnic backgrounds.” As 
individuals and as a group we are 
strongly committed to fostering a 
spirit of mutual respect and apprecia¬ 
tion of differences. The following 
statements were framed in order to 
place the work of the Task Force in 
perspective and to enlist greater com¬ 
munity understanding and support. 
Statements 1-7 review the formation 
and organization of the Task Force; 
statement 8-10 express important 
beliefs and values. 

1. The Task Force was formed by 
the Winchester School Committee in 
April 1986 and is scheduled to submit 
a final report to the School Commit¬ 
tee in May 1987. Like all such groups, 
the Task Force’s function is advisory; 
it does not set or change school 
policies. 

2. In April and May 1986, 
volunteers to serve on the Task Force 
were sought from the community 
through notices in the local 
newspapers and from the school 
system through notices in a district¬ 
wide newsletter. A total of twenty- 
four applications were received, from 
which pool the School Committee on 
May 27 appointed a sixteen-member 
group, based on considerations of 
representativeness and background, 
as conveyed by the letters of applica¬ 
tion. On ^ptember 9, the School Com¬ 
mittee approved the newly formed 
Task Force’s recommendation that 
six individuals be added in order to 
broaden the Task Force’s racial and 
ethnic composition. The groups 


represented on the Task Force in¬ 
clude; School Committee; ad¬ 
ministration; students; teachers; 
Winchester Inter-Faith Council; A 
Better Chance (ABC); Community 
.Schools Association (CSA); and the 
community at large. 

3. In order to carry out the School 
Committee’s charge, the Task Force 
sought to identify pertinent themes or 
elements of cultural, racial, and 
ethnic awareness. Five sub-goals 
were thereupon adopted, each reflec¬ 
ting an important dimension of the 
subject. These goals were; (1) 
Review the current Winchester cur¬ 
riculum as it bears upon the develop¬ 
ment in students of cultural, racial, 
and ethnic awareness; (2) Examine 
other curricula that are available; in¬ 
struction and activities pertinent to 
religious differences; and (5) Assess 
staff education and parent education 
needs. Sub-committees were then 
established to work on goals 1-4; goal 
5 was to be addressed by the task 
force as a whole based on the results 
obtained by the sub-committees. 
Assignment to the sub-committees 
was based on individual preference. 

4. The Task Force met initially in 
June 1986 and has met monthly since 
September. Each sub-committee has 
held additional meetings. All 
meetings of the Task Force and its 
sub-committees are posted and open 
to the public. 

5. Task Force meetings have 
focused on a variety of topics. For ex¬ 
ample; data on minority staffing and 
on students receiving English as a Se¬ 
cond Language instruction have been 
reviewed; a survey of multi-cultur- 
ally relevant curriculum offerings 
has been conducted; and presenta¬ 
tions to the Task Force have been 
made by former Winchester 
Multicultural Specialist Lee Behnke 
and race relations specialist James 
Vance. 

6. As stated above, the Task 
Force’s concludsions and recommen¬ 
dations on the range of issues under 
consideration will be presented in a 
report to the school committee 
scheduled for May. To date, the only 
“statement” issued by the group was 
a draft “Progress Report” from the 


sub-committee on religion, which wa: 
distribued, through the Superinten 
dent, to the school staff and to tht 
Community Schools Association (anc 
published in the Star in laU 
December). The planning and im 
plementation of this year’s holidays 
programs did not involve the Tasl) 
Force nor its sub-committee or 
religion. 

7. Regarding the subject of public 
school activities related to Christmas 
and other religious holidays, the Task 
Force has not, despite widespi'eacl 
misapprehension, broken new 
ground. Guidelines for seasonal 
music programs were established by 
the music department in November 
1985. In adclition, the Winchester 
School Committee has a long- 
established policy regarding holiday 
programs, specifically; ‘‘The 
Superintendent shall be responsible 
for advising the staff that all holiday 
programs shall be an outgrowth of the 
educational process. Important 
specific values such as love, compas¬ 
sion, family ties, peace and 
brotherhood should be emphasized.” 
[Policy 3030] and “Holiday programs 
shall be seasonal and multicultural in 
approach. Learning time shall not be 
unduly interrupted for time spent on 
preparation for holiday programs. 
[Regulation 3030.1] 

8. Disagreement with views that 
may be held by some members of a 
racial, cultural, or ethnic group, 
whether minority or majority, does 
not warrant criticism of the group as 
a whole. No matter how strong feel¬ 
ings on one or another side of the issue 
may be, such feelings do not justify 
any vestiges of prejudice or 
stereotyping. 

9. In an effort to carry out its im¬ 
portant responsibilities, the Task 
Force has provided a forum foi- 
discussion of a number of imiportant, 
though sensitive and controversial 
subjects. Concerns related to 
religious differences evoke great 
depth of feeling and volatility. AgaiiLst 
this backdrop, common sense calls 
for tact and restraint, in press 
coverage and in general. 

10. We support the continuer! effort 
to build ”a sense of community”

Father, son team up 
on dental innovation 


By JAMNK Dl GIOVANNI 

A father-son orthodontist team in 
Winchester has received interna¬ 
tional recognition for their develop¬ 
ment of new treatments of dental 
facial deformities. 

Dr. William Wilson, a 30-year Win¬ 
chester resident, and his son Robert 
have designed new ‘‘braces” for cor¬ 
rection of many deformities previous¬ 
ly considered untrealable, except 
through surgery. 

“It does not eliminate surgery, but 
it does replace it," William Wilson 
said, holding up one of the 300 plaster 
jaw models he has in the pair’s Dix 
Street office. 

The models demonstrate the 
Wilsons’ sucessful treatment of dif¬ 
ferent types of deformities, including 
prolusion, underbite, small jaw, and 
even more unusual cases such as a 
patient who chewed on her palate. 

“The surgery would have involv¬ 
ed going in and removing jaw away 
froml the skull, then lying it back with 
steel wires, until it heals,” Wilson 
said. Instead, the case was treated by 
orthodontia. 

Together, lather and son have had 
articles translated into Spanish, Ger¬ 
man, French. Italian and Japanese 


and have received honors and awards 
from around the world. 

Wilson also explained that or¬ 
thodontics is no longer limited to 
teenagers or young adults. 

“A lot of adults, for several 
reasons, among them appearance, 
health and suprisingly, speech are be¬ 
ing treated,” he said. Lawyers, lec¬ 
turers and clergyman are among 
those who have requested treatment 
for clearer speech. 

Wilson also feels that the 
psychological effect of orthodontia is 
important. 

"Many children suffer 
psychological abuse from classmates 
and harbor feelings of insecurity all 
of their lives because of their defor¬ 
mity,” he said. 

“The thing is that we realize is that 
while many people have braces for 
appearance and others for speech, 
our main concern is the health of the 
teeth because of periodontal problems 
later in life.” 

Their work has taken on global 
dimensions, from the Republic of 
China, Korea, Hong Kong, Singapore 
(where Dr. William Wilson was in¬ 
vited to head the first Singapore In¬ 
ternational Orthodontic Conference)

Wilson has found that oriental 
deformities show an unusual response 
to some of the new appliances, used 
in Japan since the publication of a 
Wilson textbook there. 

“Jaw deformities relate to heredi¬ 
ty patterns in certain racial and 
ethnic groups,” Wilson explained.

The treatment, developed over 
a six-year |K'riod by a .Swedish physi¬ 
cian, is designed to ease patients in¬ 
to position through the use of a three- 
dimensional table which adjusts lo a 
person's back problem and allows for 
gradual remodeling of painful 
posture.s. The treatment is particular¬ 
ly effective for decreasing pain caus¬ 
ed by muscle spasms and promotes 
early mobilization. 

“Being eased and gradually mov¬ 
ed into position helps to relieve pain 
and promote progress,’’ said Barbara 
Reed, director of rehabilitative ser¬

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Town’s problems are challenges 


By STEPHKN B. HOWE 

What some may perceive as pro¬ 
blems in town are actually oppor 
tunities to improve Winchester, town 
manager W. Chadwick Maurer told 
the business community Tuesday. 

Maurer was addressing the first 
business meeting of the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce. He spoke on 
town issues and the role of business 
in the community. 

He hoped his talk would “bring to 
the chamber a better understanding 
of what municipal government is all 
about and how the town fxjrceives the 
business community," Maurer said. 

Although he just last week com¬ 
pleted the seven-month task of com¬ 
piling the town budget, Maurer pro¬ 
mised not to limit his discussion to 
that topic. 

“Conversations about budgets — 
they put everybody to sleep, so I won’t 
dwell on it,” Maurer said. 

“The problems that a municipali¬ 
ty has in balancing its budget are not 
unlike the problems you members 
have in managing your business," 
Maurer said. 

Winchester, Maurer said, is for¬ 
tunate to have a tremendous amount 
of public participation in all projects. 
“Nothing is ever taken for granted," 
he said. 


“Winchester has the ability to at¬ 
tract people to work on these pro¬ 
blems — and 1 mean work,” Maurer 
said. 

He pointed to public debate and 
work on the town hall renovation pro¬ 
ject as an example of public interest 
and participation. 

“That has not gone without a great 
deal of debate. Heated debate. Nasty 
debate. But that is not out of a selfish 
motive. It is because everyone is 
workng for a common objective,” 
Maurer said. 

Such debate and hard work will 
pay off for the town, he said. 

“1 think that when that building is 
completed in about a year, it is going 
to be a very positive addition to the 
community," Maurer said. 

Many town issues are also 
business issues, Maurer said. Hous¬ 
ing, development and parking are all 
important town issues which are also 
issues with which business operators 
should be concerned. 

“We are in a community. It is not 
just a place where people come to per¬ 
form their business, it is a place 
where people live,” Maurer said. 

"Linkage,” a term used to 
describe requirements developers 
must meet to have their projects ap¬ 
proved, has also been called

School air conditioner 
repair called ‘priority’

Town manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer is recommending that money 
be taken from an existing account to 
repair air conditionitig in the high 
school. 

He told the board of selectmen 
Monday that money in the land pur¬ 
chase account could be used for this 
project which “is considered to he a 
high priority item." 

In other action the board agreed to 
have members of to invite the Win¬ 
chester Playground Committee to 
next week's meeting to discuss the 
plan to construct a playground on 
Ginn field. 

The board agreed to hold a public 
meeting on development in town. 
They agreed to contact the zoning 
board of appeals, planning board, 
housing authority and invite them to 
send representatives to the meeting 
which would be open to the public. 
The meeting will discuss the propos¬ 
ed “Willows" project, the Woburn 
loop, and other areas of concern in 
town. 


Maurer updated the board and au¬ 
dience on town hall activities and 
commended the work of public works 
crews in preparing the town hall 
auditorium to be used as temporary 
office space. 

"It's an impressive project that 
they are on their way to completing 
in town hall," Maurer said. 

He pointed out that the com¬ 
ptroller’s office and the town com¬ 
puter are now located in Lynch School 
and town offices may be moving into 
the auditorium in about three weeks. 

The board agreed to make the 
Winchester Memorial Day parade, a 
docket item in two weeks. Chairman 
Wade M. Welch suggested the board 
appoint one or more selectmen to 
serve as a community liason, “to 
generate broader- community support 
for the Memorial Day Parade.” 

Welch said the town should do 
something special this year, to com¬ 
memorate the bicentennial of the 
signing of the constitution. 

The board agreed to meet on Tues¬ 
day next week rather than Monday. 


blackmail by developers, Maurer 
noted. These requiremenUs merely re¬ 
quire developers to have a sense of 
responsiblity to the town and 
developers are slowly becoming 
aware of that, he said. 

About the downtown [xirking situa¬ 
tions, Maurer cited Detroit and 
Cleveland as examples of cities that 
do not have parking problems. 

“They do not have a parking pro¬ 
blem, but they do not have any 
business either," he said. 

“If there are 50 businesses in 
downtown Winchester there are 50 
definitions of what a parking problem 
is,” Maurer said. 

Building a successful downtown 
area and addressing problems such a 
parking, can only be done with the 
cooperation of the entire community, 
he said. 

“Nobody does this as an in¬ 
dividual. Tlie success of the downtown 
business community is because 
everybody participates. The situation 
that we have here is the opportunity 
to improve something that we all like 
and enjoy,” Maurer said. 

Maurer, who moved to Winchester 
in 1985, also related some of his ex¬ 
periences in getting to know his way 
around town. 

He told of an incident at a meeting 
of the Newcomers Club, where a 
memtersaid of Winchester: “A town 
that will Uike the time to plant flowers 
and trees cannot be all bad.” 

This statement, he said, reflects 
Winchester’s public policy. 

"Regardless of what happens with 
the budget, we’ll always find money 
to plant flowers and trees,” he said. 

Following his talk, Maurer fielded 
questions from the audience. 

Asked about the possible need for 
an override of Proposition 2' 2 , to fund 
town projects in the future, Maurer 
said he did not think an override 
would be the answer. 

Exempting debt on capital pro¬ 
jects from the constraints of 2'-i, 
might be a better policy to follow, he 
said. Projects such as the playground- 
playfield master plan could be financ¬ 
ed in this way. 

“That involves putting major 
capital projects on the ballot as a 


Maurer sparks laughs

public referendum,” Maurer said. 

“Investing in the necessary ser¬ 
vices — the parks, the playgrounds — 
that is something the community can 
use on a day-to-day basis,” Maurer 
said.

year, under Proposition 2Vi, says 
Maurer. 

An additional $200,000 could be 
raised to cover the cost of pensions 
and graup insurance by increasing 
water and sewer rates, but Maurer 
says he will not recommend that in¬ 
crease this year, 

“I think you have to try to get 
through the budgetary process in as 
austere a fashion as possible,” says 
Maurer. 

Maurer is suggesting an option for 
funding major projects in the future 
whereby debt incurred for those pro¬ 
jects is exempted from the restraints 


of Proposition Z'/z. This would not be 
an over-ride, says Maurer, but rather 
a motion putting the debt outside the 
iimits of 2Vi. 

This option could apply to the debt 
associated with the playground- 
playfield master plan or water and 
sewer improvements, says Maurer. 

“The only way to finance it and 
really go with it, is to have that debt 
outside of 2'/2” Maurer says of the 
playground masterplan. 

The proposed budget covers the 
costs of the town but does not have 
funds in it for upcoming town meeting 
warrant articles, says Maurer. Such 
funds could be taken from free cash 


or the stabilization fund for capital 
projects, but he is recommending 
against that. 

“We should let that fund build up. 
We should not try to deplete it, it is 
non-recurring revenue,” says 
Maurer. 

Almost every department’s 
budget was reduced from what the 
department heads were requesting, 
but many cuts reflected proposed in¬ 
creases that were not approved, 
rather than reductions from past 
levels of service, says Maurer, 

“There’s a lot of little things 
departments were looking for that 
were taken out," says Maurer. 


“In some ways the 2',^ legislation 
protects you from going to the well too 
often. It gives you a line of credit in 
any given year. This year our limit is 
$22 million,” says Maurer, about the 
maximum tax increase allowed by 
law. 

Maurer says preparing the town 
budget, a project which takes about 
seven montlis, is a challenge he 
enjoys. 

“It is more of a challenge than any 
discouragement. If we didn’t have 
these types of challenges there would 
not be any jobs for town managers,” 
says Maurer.

Perrilano says Winchester pwlice 
had been watching the Swanton Street 
apartment since the end of 
November. 

They said they had received 
reports of an unusual amount of com¬ 
ing and going at the address, and 
Iregan running license plates and con¬ 
ducting surveillance checks. 

The break came when Boston 
f)olice contacted the department. 
Working together, police obtained a 
search warrant for the apartment and 
set the time for the bust. 

Police say the beeper-run opera¬ 
tion was part of a drug ring of con¬ 
siderable size, because of its proximi¬ 
ty to Boston. 

Perritano says there is no indica¬ 
tion heroin was sold on Winchester 
streets. Rather, through the use of a 
beeper, clients would call and make 
arrangements to get the amount of 
drugs they wanted and choose a loca¬ 
tion where the buy would take place, 
usually in a parking lot, he said. 

Arresting officers were McGee, 
Perritano, and Barry Donoghey. 

Undercover Boston agents involv¬ 
ed in the raid were detectives John 
Martell, Tom Morrissey, Jim Nee, 
Russ Grant and Jim Wyse. 

One ounce of heroin has a streeet 
value of $75,000-$100,000, Perritano 
says. While he says heroin in Win¬ 
chester is not uncommon, finding it in 
uncut form is unusual. 

Cocaine, not heroin, is the illegal 
drug found most often in Winchester, 
according to the detective. 

Police said they also seized small 
foil packets, and about six wrapped 
packets. Such packets usually sell for 
about $30 apiece, Perritano says.

Nguyen, Auduong, Tran and 
McCauley were charged with traf¬ 
ficking in heroin and conspiracy to 
violate the controlled substances act. 

The four were arraigned last 
Wednesday in Woburn District Court. 

Bail was set for Tran and 
McCauley at $100,000 surety and 
$10,000 cash. 

Mark Bennett, assistant Mid¬ 
dlesex County district attorney, said 
Tang posted bail. 

Auduong and Nguyen were held on 
$200,000 surety and $20,000 cash. 

Bennett said Tran, Nguyen and 
Auduong are being held in the Cam¬ 
bridge jail. 

McCauley is being held in Fram¬ 
ingham, he said. 

Winchester police are still in¬ 
vestigating the incident, along with 
the Boston police criminal investiga¬ 
tion unit.

discussed now were then being con¬ 
sidered, Sopper said. 

“Everything that’s been said over 
those years has been said over the 
past few months. After a hundred 
years we should be able to solve the 
problem,” Sopper said. 

Sopper expressed concern at an 
earlier meeting that Massachusetts 
Water Resource Authority (MWRA) 
might penalize the town in the future 
if it did not protect existing water 
resources. 

Fencing might not be the answer 
to his concerns about qualifying for 
water resource money, as the MWRA 
has no set standards as to what con¬ 
stitutes protection of water resources, 
Sopper said. This, he said, was first 
suggested by selectman Robert Deer- 
ing and research showed it to be true. 

“I do want to compliment select¬ 
men Deering and Muggia for chang¬ 
ing my mind and setting me on the 
right track,” Sopper said. 

Part of the plan drafted by Ciar- 
cia suggests trading parcels of town 


owned land for Metropolitan District 
Commission land around the reser¬ 
voirs to make them easier to patrol. 
Roads on land which the town now 
owns are interrupted in areas by pat¬ 
ches of MDC land. This, Sopper said, 
makes patrolling the areas difficult 
for both Winchester and MDC police. 

“There is nothing Winchester can 

do about it because it is not our pro¬ 
perty,” Sopper said. 

The board agreed to appoint Sop¬ 
per action officer on the issue until a 
committee can be formed and agreed 
to encourage Ciarcia to continue with 
his plan. The board voted to withdraw 
their earlier motion supporting the 
fencing article. 

Sopp)er said he feels the new plan 
will solve the problem and will upset 
fewer people. He noted recent letters 
to the editor in the Star, and com¬ 
ments he had heard around town 
were critical of the fencing project.

timing of the subcommittee on 
religion’s progress report, school 
comittee chairman Michael Ronayne 
called on the school committee and 
the community to “tune out” the 
vocal minority objecting to the work 
of the task force. 

“It’s absolutely unbelievable peo¬ 
ple could be slinging this kind of gar¬ 
bage back and forth at one another,” 
I’ .iiuyne.-.iid. ‘Tl's liest to igno; • it ” 

Ronayne referred to a letter that 
had been passed on to him full of 
“name-calling of the worst kind” as 
an example of the reaction of what he 
called the “fringe element” present 
in the community. 

A furor has been raging since 
November over the religion subcom¬ 
mittee’s work. In last November’s 
progress report, the subcommittee 
recommended keeping 1985 
guidelines for holiday programs. 

The report also said classroom 
assignments should be inclusive, 
rather than limited to one religious 
tradition alone. 

The subcommittee made no 
changes in policy and issued no for¬ 
mal report. 

A formal report from the task 
force to the school committee is due 
in May. 

Since the task force is an advisory 
committee, its recommendations will 
be taken as advisory by its parent 
committee. 

"Yet, community perception of the 
task force work was interpreted as 
calling for the elimination of holiday- 
related activities in the schools. 


A guest column which appeared in 
the Star Jan. 29 called for the dissolu¬ 
tion of the task force. 

A letter to the editor, which ap¬ 
peared in the star Feb. 19, praised the 
task force for “initiating a dialogue” 
on issues of cultural diversity. 

However, even within the school 
committee, members are not quite 
sure what the task force has and has 
not done. 

“The school committee had no 
idea any guidelines were going out to 
the public schools,” school commit¬ 
teeman Stephen Powers said at this 
week’s meeting. “I’d like to know 
where the process failed.” 

But the guidelines regarding the 
conduct of holiday programs in the 
schools had been in place since 1985, 
and any changes in programs were 
not due to the work of the task force, 
said Mitsakos. 

“It’s a bum rap to blame the task 
force fur what happened in Win¬ 
chester during Christmas,” he said. 
“To blame the task force for pro¬ 
grams or lack of programs just is not 
appropriate.” 

Discussion on the task force was 
initiated by school committeewoman 
Donna Brandt Landry,'who called for 
members to express their support for 
the task force by letter. 

Her motion to write a letter was 
defeated in favor of arranging the 
joint meeting. 

School climate subcommittee 
member Roseann Gallery, sitting in 
the audience, said a meeting should 
take place as soon as possible.

Fascination through 
the ages explored 
in new Sackler show 


Artists have been preoccupied 
with representing individual people 
since the beginning of recorded 
history. 

The Portrait, an exhibition on 
view at the Arthur M. Sackler Mu¬ 
seum through April 26, explores 
the idea of the portrait from the 
time of the ancient Egyptians (ca. 
3000 B.C.) to the 1980s. 

Organized by Henri Zerner, cu¬ 
rator of prints at the Harvard Univer¬ 
sity Art Museums, the exhibition in¬ 
cludes over 100 works, showing the 
many kinds and types of portraits 
created in those five millenia, from 
the formal state portrait to the cas¬ 
ual snapshot. 

The show is drawn from the col¬ 
lections of the Harvard University 
Art Museums, and on loan from 
Houghton Library at Harvard, the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, the 
Semitic Museum at Harvard, and 
Krakow Gllery of Bosfon. 

The Portrait will include an an¬ 
cient gold death mask of the twelfth 
century B.C.. Francois Clouet's Ma¬ 
rie Stuart, Queen of Scots, Francois 
Boucher’s Mme. de Pompadour at 
her Toilet, a death mask of Walt 
Whitman, the John F. Kennedy half 
dollar, and Chuck Close's portrait 
of Phil Glass. 

Almost any medium can be us¬ 
ed for portraiture. 

The exhibition encompasses 
portraits in oil paintings, sculpture, 
coins and medals, drawings, prints, 
photographs and decorative art, 
and is designed to show some of the 
many different types of portrait. 

The idea of a "likeness" and a 
"portrait" has changed over time, 
and from culture to culture. 

For example, the earliest "por¬ 
traits" in the show, the Sumerian 
Head of Gudea of about 3000 B.C. 
or the Egyptian Stele of Ramses II 
probably don't resemble their sub¬ 
jects very closely. 

Instead, they are idealized ster¬ 
eotypes of what a great ruler should 
look like. 

The Roman portraits in the 
show, on the other hand, are very 
concerned with “likeness.” 

They are careful to show every 
surface detail of the face, including 
all its imperfections and the effects 
of aging, but they don't go much 
below the surface. 



It is only much later, with artists 
like Rembrandt, that depicting the 
inner, psychological state of the sit¬ 
ter becomes as important as the ex¬ 
ternal appearance of the face. 

Images of men and women from 
throughout history appear in the 
show, including Julius Caesar, 
Sophocles, Louis XIV, Napoleon, 
Nero, Susanna of Bavaria, and 
Oliver Wendell Holmes. 

Many of the works on view are 
self-portraits, such as Max Beck¬ 
mann's famous Self-Portrait in a 
Tuxedo, Kirchner's Self-Portrait 
with a Cat, and Nicolas Regnier’s 
Self-Portrait with an Easel. 

Several artists chose to portray 
other artists, often ones they ad¬ 
mired or identified with, for exam¬ 
ple, Dante Gabriel Rosetti's Giotto 
Painting Dante's Portrait, or Ingres’ 
Raphael and the Fornarina. 

Other artists supported them¬ 
selves, in whole or In part, by 
creating portraits on commission 
for, depending on time and circum¬ 
stances, artistocrats or bourgeois 
families.

Examples include Nicolas Maes’ 
Family Portrait and Ingres' Portrait 
of Augustus Jordan and Adrienne. 

Still other artists convert the im¬ 
ages of the celebrated into a kind 
of icon, represented in this exhibi¬ 
tion by such works as the English 
painting under glass of Alexander 
Pope, Andy Warhol's Marilyn, and 
a Wedgewood Coffee Pot with Por¬ 
trait of George Washington in 
Glory. 

The range of artists, styles, me¬ 
dia, and types the Portrait has at¬ 
tracted from the earliest times to 


the present suggests that the genre, 
which seems at first to be so sim¬ 
ple and straightforward, has limit¬ 
less nuances and possibilities. 

The Portrait will provide a rare 
chance to see a wide selection of 
these possibilities side by side. 

The Arthur M. Sackler Museum 
is located at 485 Broadway at the 
corner of Quincy Street in Cam¬ 
bridge. across from the Fogg Art 
Museum. Tours of the Sackler are 
offered on weekdays at 2 p.m. 

All three Harvard University Art 
Museums are open Monday 


through Saturday. IOa.m.-5 p.m.; 
and Sunday, I-5 p.m. 

Admission is $3 for general ad¬ 
mission, $ 1.50 for college and uni¬ 
versity students and for senior 
citizens (over 65) and will admit the 
visitor to all three museums on the 
day of visit.

Arsenic will cure 
winter doldrums

Certainly one of the best com¬ 
edies that will hit the Hub this 
season is "Arsenic and Old Lace!" 

At the Shubert Theatre through 
March 1, this old chestnut by 
Josephy Kesselring has miraculous¬ 
ly withstood the ravages of time, 
mellowing like a good elderberry 
wine. It's just what the doctor 
ordered to shake the winter 
doldrums! 

Arsenic and Old Lace first saw 
the light of day in January of 1941, 
starring Josephine Hull in the role 
of Abby Brewster and it's difficult 
to imagine that she could have been 
funnier than Jean Stapleton! 

The two maiden ladies Marion 
Ross as sister Martha and Stapleton 
cavort and bounce around the stage 
as joyously as two kittens in a field 
of catnip! Theirs is a type ot gentle 
living that went out with good man¬ 
ners, candle light and low taxes. 

Fresh from a successful stint on 
Broadway, Arsenic is truly an 
ensemble effort and everyone in the 
cast is wonderful! 

Gary Sandy as nephew Mor¬ 
timer is the only sane member of 
the wacky Brewster family. He's a 
theatre critic who finds himself in 


the middle of a plot far more engag¬ 
ing and devious than any he's ever 
reviewed on stage. 

Michael John McCann, as 
nephew Teddy, imagines himself as 
President Theodore Roosevelt. He's 
forever rushing up the stairs yelling 
"Charge!" while leading the battle 
of San Juan Hill. 

Jonathan Frid, as nephew 
Jonathan, is an insane killer who 
looks like Boris Karloff and Larry 
Storch is the kookie plastic 
surgeon. Dr. Einstein. 

Brian Murray's taut direction 
keeps this rollicking, riotous romp 
rolling at a merry clipl 

The entire action takes place 
over a two-day period in the 
beautiful walnut-panelled living 
room of the turn-of-the-century 
Brewster home in Brooklyn (a hand¬ 
some set by Marjorie Bradley 
Kellogg). 

One of Abby and Martha's 
charities is putting lonely old men 
out of their misery by giving them 
a glass of their homemade elerberry 
wine laced with arsenic, cyanide 
and strychnine. 

Eleven bodies are in the cellar 
and one more inside the window 
seat. When nephew Mortimer in¬ 
advertently opens the cover of the 
window seat, all bedlam breaks 
loose. 

By the time the final curtain 
rings down, even you will be ready 
for the funny farm.. .Happydale!

What About Art? By Meredith Fife Day

Underwater and having fun 


Next to a submerged, bubble¬ 
blowing businessman in a three- 
piece suit, a duck takes a vertical 
nosedive to the water's bottom. 
Nearby, a wolfhound stretches lean 
and wet, his fluid shape floating 
weightless. 

A broccoli crop thrives in its wet 
environment, and a wall of buddhas 
and deities glows red and warm in 
the watery depths. 

Anything at all is possible in the 
underwater world artist Jon Devan- 
ey creates in his paintings. 

Devaney explained his fascina¬ 
tion with water and its pictorial 
possibilities in a gallery talk recent¬ 
ly at the Cambridge Art Association 
(CAA). Admitting that most of his 
swimmers are "imaginary," the ar¬ 
tist showed slides of a cast of char¬ 
acters whose distended cheeks and 
pursed lips creating a flurry of bub¬ 
bles give them a look most often 
surprised and comical. 

"i am intrigued by expressions 
underwater — the sculptural quali¬ 
ties of the face, and by the optics 
of water in changing the body size 
and shape," said Devaney. Indeed, 
a figure can be pulled horizontally 
to accommodate the shape of a 
wide canvas, the water's distortions 
making such a feat not unrea¬ 
sonable. 

The artist explained that the 
spatial possibilities of his motif 
have in recent years sustained his 
interest. Seeing the water's depths 
as an arena" in which any number 
of events can and do take place, De¬ 
vaney stages his pictures in much 
the same way an opera or play 
might be staged. 

Doors of the water's "walls" 
open and close emitting frothy bub¬ 
bles of air, or perhaps, of some 
creature who has just passed 
through. A night watchman patrols 
the depths looking, in his ancient 
4i\^g suit, for all the world like a 


space explorer taking a gravity- 
relieved walk on the moon. The 
space around him seems as vast, 
too. 

With a bow to Thomas Eakins' 
19th century anatomy lesson, sur¬ 
gery is performed. The doctor and 
his medical assistants work, fully 
clothed, in a theater of stage-like 
space, its great heights enabling a 
graceful nurse to float down like an 
underwater angel over the opera¬ 
tion. The sea floor is checkered and 
receding in this world of endless 
possibilities, and the action of the 
event is enhanced by the activity of 
the space. 

Devaney is comfortable and in¬ 
ventive in his element. The under¬ 
water sagas provide a limitless con¬ 
text for his wry and imaginative nar¬ 
ratives, while his painterly style 
flourishes in the reflections, trans¬ 
parencies and optical discrepancies 
of the water. 

Two of the artist's swimmers, a 
determined pig and a benevolent 
bull buoying above his partially eat¬ 
en sesame-seeded bagel, are on ex¬ 
hibit in a group show of paintings 
by CAA members at the 25R Lowell 
St. gallery in Cambridge. Juried by 
Susan Stoops of Brandeis Universi¬ 
ty's Rose Museum and Daniel Elias 
of Barbara Krakow Gallery, the 
show includes a diverse group of 
work chosen, say the jurors, "for a 
sense of individual spirit." 

That spirit, light-hearted and hu¬ 
morous in Devaney's paintings, is 
quiet and spare in Martha O'Brien's 
soft horizontal landscape diptych, 
brash and festive in Roger Kizak's 
thick acrylic, moody and charged in 
the dynamic space of Yvonne Shu- 
kovsky's collage, and darkly lux¬ 
uriant in Alvina Landani's small and 
unassuming oil. Blue Leaves.

Raising glasses for a toast to 
the happiness of the bride and 
groom long has been an important 
wedding tradition. But the tradi¬ 
tion has deeper roots. 

The custom of toasting is be¬ 
lieved to have evolved from when 
hosts drank from a cup first to 
prove that the offered drink was 
not harmful. This act generated 
feelings of trust and friendship, 
leading to a custom of drinking to 
good health. 

The term “toast” and the formal 
customs of toasting probably orig¬ 
inated in 16th century France. 
Noblemen placed a piece of toast¬ 
ed bread in the bottom of a wine- 
filled goblet when drinking to the 
health of a lady. 

The cup then was passed to each 
guest and finally given to the hon¬ 
ored lady, who ate the wine- 
.soaked toast and thus received ev¬ 
eryone’s compliments. 

As for wedding toasting tradi¬ 
tions, French couples take sips 
from a special coupe de marriage 
goblet, Jewish couples share wine 
from the same glass as part of the 
wedding ceremony, and Japanese 


couples take nine sips of sake 
from the same glass.

At Polish weddings, luck comes 
to the bride who can drink a gob¬ 
let of wine without spilling a drop.

But toasting is not restricted to 
the wedding day itself. Toasting 
also is called for at bridesmaids’ 
luncheons, bachelor parties, en¬ 
gagement parties and rehearsal 
dinners.

ty to observe the rich and the su¬ 
perrich as wife of the late photo¬ 
grapher Edward Steichen: “It’s as 
easy to fall in love with a rich 
person as a poor person.”

The main thing to realize when 
attempting to snare a wealthy 
mate is that this is a serious un¬ 
dertaking requiring a great deal 
of time, patience and training.

As Steichen writes: “A Realtor 
who is sensitive to the needs of the 
client and helpful in providing 
extra information and smoothing 
out difficulties could become a 
memorable person. Strategically 
timed follow-up calls ... may lead 
to a social relationship, usually 
one more useful in developing the 
network than in making a direct 
catch.” 

Playing up works much the 
same way. According to Steichen, 
“Among the rich, a poorer ac¬ 


quaintance’s ability to share their 
pleasure and skill in athletic and 
cultural pursuits can form the 
basis for continuing a relation¬ 
ship." 

This means practicing your ten¬ 
nis, learning how to handle a hal¬ 
yard and developing the ability to 
guide a horse over a fence. It also 
means becoming knowledgeable 
in subjects that interest their spe¬ 
cialties like art, architecture and 
historic preservation. 

It helps to research which non¬ 
profit organizations in town are 
attracting the attention of the 
moneyed. There are three things 


to do here: Volunteer,> volunteer 
and volunteer some more, remem¬ 
bering, of course, that it may take 
two years or more “to become 
known and know which connec¬ 
tions really turn out to matter." 


Also, it works to find out some¬ 
thing to do that will be pleasing to 
the wealthy. If you are invited to 
be a houseguest and have no way 
of reciprocating directly, look 
around for an out-of-print book 
your host might like or “have your 
aunt send you a regional cheese or 
honey.” 


Become useful. Offer to attend 
to some of the boring details that 
nobody else will. Don't be desper¬ 
ate. “The best way really to marry 
anyone is not to be desperate to 
marry. Anyone who counts on a 
marriage to rescue him or her is 
bound for trouble.” 

But, remember, the best way to 
marry up is to become a success 
yourself. “Get out there in the 
world,” Steichen said. “Develop 
yourself as a competent, capable, 
interesting human being. Develop 
a genuine interest in other people 
and their activities."

Large photo studios employ sever- 

P^°^°8raphers, so make sure 
that the photographer you meet 
has taken the samples you see and 
that he actually will be the photo¬ 
grapher working at your wedding. 

In addition to photography style 
and quality, cost is a big consider¬ 
ation. Most photographers offer 
wedding package plans, ranging in 
price from ?350 to more than 
$1,000. Each package specifies the 
number of hours the photographer 
will be at the wedding as well as 
the number and size of prints in¬ 
cluded in the album. 

If you don’t want to go with a 
package plan, photographers 
charge a per-hour rate or a flat 
fee for being at the wedding and 
then bill separately for each pho¬ 
tograph. 

Whether you opt for a package 
plan or go a la carte, be sure to 
ask what various size prints will 
cost you and what they will oost 
family and friends who want to 
order reprints. Also, ask how long 
the negatives will be kept on file. 

Ask for a contract that lists ex¬ 
actly what you’ll be getting and 
how much it will cost. 

Before the wedding, make sure 
the photographer is aware of any 
particular shots you want. Enlist a 
friend or relative to identify oth¬ 
ers as special targets for the pho¬ 
tographer.

Want some good advice about 
where to go on your honeymoon?

or cooking at a later time. 

The trend toward space-saving 
appliance arrangements that go 
up and not out is not restricted to 
cooking appliances, Cheever 
points out. One example — a full- 
capacity stacked washer and 
dryer that Ukes half the floor 
space of a conventional side-by- 
side model. 

Consumers long have indicated 
interest in stacked laundry appli¬ 
ances they can incorporate into 
living areas of their home, but 
they don't want to compromise on 
capacity. A full-capacity stacked 


model not only meets the require¬ 
ments of a smaller first home, but 
also is large enough to serve the 
future needs of a growing family. 

Capacity also is an important 
consideration when selecting a 
dishwasher. Large capacity is rec¬ 
ommended so dishes can be accu¬ 
mulated all day and the dishwash¬ 
er operated through a complete 
cycle only once. To ensure vigor¬ 
ous wash action, make sure the 
model you choose has a spray arm 
with small holes — about the size 
of a toothpick — and that the 
water action comes from severai

directions. 

If the dishwasher is to be oper¬ 
ated less than once a day, consider 
a cycle that will rinse dishes only, 
avoiding odor while a full load ac¬ 
cumulates.

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Tremarital contract can avoicf vrobkms fater 


The best time to work out an 
agreement on who gets what in 
case of a divorce is before the 
wedding day. 

A premarital contract dividing 
assets "is one of the best ways to 
protect yourself if the marriage 
doesn't work out,” said matrimo¬ 
nial attorney Katherine Levitan, a 
panelist at a New York Institute 
of Technology seminar discussing 
divorce. 


Levitan said divorce law and 
judges’ decisions often are unfair. 
She cited as an example the case 
of a woman who gave up a career 
to stay home and be hostess for 
her husband's business clients. She 
said she helped turn a small fami¬ 
ly business into a multimillion- 
dollar venture. 

But, when the couple divorced, 
the judge said the wife contributed 
nothing to the business, so she 


received nothing from it, Levitan 
said. 

A marriage contract might 
have protected this woman and 
other people who file for divorce. 
But they also can protect women 
and men who never file for di¬ 
vorce. 

Premarital contracts, of course, 
can specify disposition of property 
and alimony in case of divorce. 
But they also can specify almost 


anything to which you and your 
future spouse agree. This can 
cover everything from how many 
children to have to who does 
which household chores. 

If both partners work, the con¬ 
tract may call for contributions to 
household expenses based on in¬ 
come and may specify that one 
spouse pay money to the other if 
they move to another city. For a 
pre-nuptial agreement to be up¬ 


held in court, it must he shown 
that it is fair, that it was executed 
voluntarily and that it was en¬ 
tered into in good faith, accordine 
to family law experts quoted in 
Parade magazine. 

To meet these criteria, accord¬ 
ing to the article, the prospective 
bride and groom must: 

— each have a lawyer, 

— make full financial disclo¬ 
sure, and 

— negotiate in good faith, with¬ 
out threats or coercion. 

Language like “sign it or the 
wedding is off” may be grounds 
for invalidating a contract later. 

No matter what you agree to in 
the contract, be aware that, in 
some areas, courts have the right 
to review the agreement and de¬ 
clare it invalid if the court decides 
it is unfair or was coerced.

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At-fiorm wedding reception needs plans 


An at-home wedding reception 
provides the opportunity to add 
personal touches difficult to cre¬ 
ate in a restaurant or rental hall. 
To make the most of the opportu¬ 
nity, you should start planning six 
months in advance with profes¬ 
sionals, establish what is most im¬ 
portant and remember the small 
details. 

The first step to a successful re¬ 
ception is to decide the style — 
formal or informal, elegant or 
simple. Start a notebook to keep 


track of ideas, cost estimates, con¬ 
tracts and appointments. Jay 
Jolly of Glorious Food, a New 
York firm that caters 350 recep¬ 
tions a year, offers additional 
suggestions: 

— Review the schedule with 
hired professionals. Organization 
is essential to a smooth-running 
reception. Unless you go over your 
timetable, needs and wedding 
style with the person in charge, 
the reception staff may proceed 
however it sees fit. 


Jewer rules in remarriage., 
ceiebration spirit grows 


Nearly 30 percent of all mar¬ 
riages today are remarriages. But 
the number of remarriages isn’t 
all that’s growing. So is the spirit 
of celebration. 

Traditionally, couples embark¬ 
ing on second and third marriages 
faced strong pressure to keep the 
wedding a small, quiet affair bear¬ 
ing little resemblance to a first 
wedding. Etiquette books ad¬ 
dressed the subject with an abun¬ 
dance of negatives: “The remarry¬ 
ing bride does not wear white”; “a 
second engagement is never an¬ 
nounced in the newspapers.” 

All that has changed, says 
Bride’s magazine. The emphasis 
now is a lot less on rules, a lot 
more on the importance of sharing 
a joyful new beginning surrounded 
by family and friends. 

Some of the magazine's sugges¬ 
tions for a remarrying couple: 

— As the bride, be a little bit 
selfish at this time. Wear an en¬ 
gagement ring. Indulge in a beau¬ 
ty day at the salon — complete 
with lavish hair care, facial and 
manicure. 

— Feel free to marry in the out¬ 
fit of your choice. The traditional¬ 
ly simple, cream-colored suit still 
is lovely — but so is a romantical¬ 
ly long and lacy gown, in white or 


your favorite color. The only ac¬ 
cessory best omitted is the veil — 
long a symbol of youth. A more 
sophisticated choice might be a 
hat, cloche or wreath of flowers. 

— If either of you has children, 
try to include them in as many 
plans as you can. They’ll feel espe¬ 
cially important playing a role in 
your ceremony. Depending on 

their ages, they can be ring bear¬ 
ers or flower girls, bridesmaids, 
ushers or honor attendants. 

— Make your reception as ex¬ 
travagant a party as you wish, 
complete with all the wedding 
traditions — a receiving line, the 
first dance, the ceremonial cutting 
of the cake and a champagne 
toast. A warm way to welcome 
guests is to head up the receiving 
line yourselves, rather than leav¬ 
ing it to your parents. They, in 
turn, will be free to circulate 
among guests. 

-- Don’t feel a honeymoon isn’t 
necessary this time around. Get¬ 
ting married is tiring, even if 
you’ve been through it before. 
Plan a trip just for the .two of you 
first, then a group honeymoon 
with your children so you’ll all 
feel like a family.

Decide with the caterer where 
to hang coats, where to set up the 
bar and how to ensure an easy 
flow of people from bar to dinner. 

Meet with the caterer and flo¬ 
rist together so each is fully 
aware of his responsibilities. Re¬ 
member to put all special requests 
in writing to avoid any last-min¬ 
ute confusion. 

— Decide on food and drinks 
with the caterer. A wedding is the 
time to indulge in favorite and 
fantasy foods. The caterer should 
suggest menus that are pretty and 
romantic, with delicate contrast 
of color. Let the caterer know if 
most of your guests are hearty or 
unadventuresome eaters. Also, be 
aware of any religious prefer¬ 
ences so the food does not go to 
waste. 

The most elegant reception is a 
served, sit-down dinner. If a 
served dinner is too lavish, have a 
buffet with seating. This still al¬ 
lows you to mix personalities and 
families. 

The wedding cake is the high 
point of the reception and one part 
of tradition that always should re¬ 
main. Settle for traditional white

sponge cake with white icing. It 
will be remembered. 

— Adjust the ambience. By hav¬ 
ing your reception at home, you 
can add personal touches that are 
difficult to create in a restaurant. 
You can transform your back yard 
or living room with flowers, light¬ 
ing, seating arrangements and 
music. 

Traditional wedding flowers 
like irises, lilies of the valley and 
baby’s breath will complement 

bridesmaid dresses. Potted plants 
and flowering bushes can hide 
bare corners. You might try holi¬ 


day lights, candles or pink and 
purple lightbulbs to set a romantic 
tone. 

When deciding on tablecloths 
and other linens, choose ones that 
match the colors of the wedding 
party. Use colored slipcovers or 
seat cushions to add to the mood.

— Final suggestions. Designate 
a family member or friend to be 
responsible for last-minute details 
so you won’t have to worry.
